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RUMOUR-RIDDEN 


During the past week Shanghai 
must have been one of «the most 
rumour-ridden cities in the world. To 
‘enumerate only a few of the reports 
which have been in circulation is 
enough to give an idea of the posi- 
ion. “First, there was a large Japan- 
‘ese naval concentration at the Saddle 
Islinds, ‘There may have been a few

of the Yangtze, in view of the tenso 
situation, but so far as can be ascer~ 
tained, there has been no naval con- 
centration worthy of the name. 
‘Secondly, Chinese have been shipping 
allver wholesale out of the country to 
Prevent its seizure by the Japanese, 
‘or alternatively, they have been 
engaging storage space in forcign- 
owned vaults. Like the other 


13) rumours, this has a certain founda 


tion. ‘There have been shipments of 
‘the white metal {¥om Shanghai against 
certain exchange contracts, A large 
‘amount of bullion has been sent to 
the South-west to assist in straighten. 
ing out the involved financial situa 
‘ion there. Silver has been transferred 
from official vaults to the vaults of 
banks with whom the Government 
has had contracts and from where it 
‘will be eventually exported for the 
fulfliment of those contracts. But 
here, again, it is only the tension| 
prevailing thathas caused transactions 
Which would otherwise have passed 
with little comment to assume signifi- 
cant proportions. ‘Thirdly, it was 
yesterday reported. in Japanese 
circles, that the Chinese had violated | 
the ‘agreement to observe a de- 
militarized zone round Shanghai, ‘The 
report in itself seems improbable, 
sinee the Chinese have nothing 19 
gain by such a step, and have 
‘almost everything to lose, No veri- 
fication of ‘the movement could be 
‘obtained from oMfeial sources yester- 
day, ond if it had ocurred, it was 
believed to have been due to the 
ignorance of some minor military 
‘commander of the conditions prevail- 
ing in the area, Fourthly, there was. 
a report of a iarge concentration of 
troops in, the neighbourhood of 
Chapoo. Chapoo, as anyone who has| 
been following ‘the correspondence | 
between the Automobile Club of! 
China ‘and other unfortunates who| 
have rented Jand in that area, and 
the Chinese authorities, knows, has| 
for some time been an official military 
zone. ‘That there should be troops in 
‘a military zone is not startling, and 
that they should be anxious to pre- 
serve the secrecy of their movements, 
‘even though by doing so they cause 
8 certain amBunt of inconvenience 10 
Users of the roads, can be understood. 
‘The reports of increases in the num 
bers of Chinese troops in the Soo- 
‘chow-Hangchow-Nanking neighbour- 
hood are partially true, from all ac- 
‘counts, but they are not sufficient to 
end support to the belief that the 
Chinese Intend to take an altitude of 
active resistance at this juncture. 
Everything considered, both Chinese 
‘end Japanese have everything to gain 
from preserving the peace, 
‘rumours of impending hostilit 

to be without any solid basis. 





GEN. CHIANG AND JAPAN 


When it comes about, General 
Chiang Kal-shek’s return’ to Nan- 
king should smooth some of the 
dimculties out of the way of the 
resumption of Sino-Japanese negotia- 
tions to settle the many Issues out- 
standing between the two nations. It 
can hardly be anticipated that the 
generalissimo himself will take over 
the burden of the negotiaions in 
spite of Japanese insistence; there 
is a properly appointed minister of 
state who is fully competent to 
convey his government's desires to 
the Japanese. That he, in common 
with’ the Japanese ambassador with 
whom he’ will be having conversa~ 
tions, should have to refer agree 
ments which may be reached to 
higher officials of their gqveraments 
for confirmation or ratification, is 
only to be expected, It is doubiful 
whether even General Chiang could 
ome to any useful decision with re- 
gard to the Japanese situation 
without » the endorsement " of the 
Central Political Council, the Legis- 
lative Yuan, and other competent 
authorities in the National Govern 
ment. To do so, would be to usurp 
powers that are not rightly his, and 
might | provoke opposition which 
make the decisions largely nugatory 
when they eame to be implemented. 
Certain Japanese commentators an 
the situation would do well to realise 
that the forthcoming negotiations aro 
to be belweon two governments, not 
Between a government and ‘a super- 
warlord, as they might have been in 
the days which have gone. General 
Chiang ean undoubtedly bring a great 
deal of influence to bear upon the 
Chinese side of the negotiations, but 
he 1s no more authorized to commit 
the country to any one course of 
action than is General Chang Chun, 
the Foreign Minister. In spite of the 
critical foreign situation, the chief 
preoccupation of the Chinese Govern- 
ment at the, moment is internal 
rehabilitation,” and the ineldence of 
affairs from the outside which 
demand urgent remedies is to be 
deplored, since they detract attention 
from the main task in hand. Of course 
‘they cdinnot be ignored, ‘and since 
they affect the well-being of a neigh- 
Douring nation, they must be dealt 
with without delay. But there are 
recognized channels for such matters, 
‘and insistence that they can only be 
arranged through the heads of 
governments seems to many persons 
Unreasonable What | would happen 
if Mr. Hsu’ Shih-ying, the Chinese 
ambassador to Japan, refused to 
discuss China’s affairs with Mr. Arita, 
the Japanese Foreign Minister, and 
insisted upon doing all his business

It is 
near the Hopingmen at the foot of 
the city wall and not very far from the 
Lotus Lake, rendezvous of pleasure 
boats and ‘the place where’ Colonel 
Lindbergh landed during his fight in 
1691, ‘There Is a beautiful significance 
‘attached to the name of the new 
Embassy site, which probably might 
Jead to rhapsodical efforts on the 
art of those oMcials who indite 
Forel OMice despatches in the 
formal and uninspiring language 
destined for official ears at home. 
Whitehall, Quai ° D'Orsay, Wile 
helmstrasie ‘are forbidding and 
ponderous institutions in name ‘and 
character with history attracting 
cobwebs and conjuring up visions of 
red leather upholstery, slightly worn, 
but “Purple Bamboo Grove” comes as 
a refreshing breeze from the art and 
symbolism of Chinese euphony ever 
striving to add beauty and colour to 
the commonplace. Perhaps it, would 
not be {oo much to suggest that the 
name be registered as a telegraphic 
address. It would do much to relieve 
the monotony of the drab and harsh 
names in use which would lead one 
to suppose that they are created with 
the ald of a pair of scissors clipping 
up the dictionary. 














‘THE CHRISTIAN’S DUTY 


With Sino-Japanese relations at 
such a point of complexity and strain 
as to create talk of hostilities, the 
‘attitude of the Christian in the crisis 
becomes one of inereasing im- 
portance. What Is his duty and how

‘THE DALAT LAMA. 


‘The vague and unexplored con~ 
tinent of Asia continues to guard 
vigilantly one of the greatest secrets 
‘of the age—the precise location of 
the discovery of a youth who is the 
ye-inearnation of the Dalai Lama, 
who died three years ago, Of course, 
‘Tibetan polities might be considered 
to be as responsible a factor as any- 
thing for the ereation of this mys- 
tery” because in that traditfonally 
mystic Jand religion and politics in 
recent years have found singular 
companionship. The original an~ 
houncement named several vague 
‘areas where this favoured youth may 
be found, but the latest. telegrams 
Indicate that it is somewhere in 
Mongolia, which might indleate that 
there is ‘a definite move on foot to 
unite the scattered religious bodies 
of Mongolia with the fountainhend 
fof the belief in Lhasa, The Pan- 
chan Lama, who left Nanking some 
time ago after a tour of the country 
lasting several years, has not yet 
returned to Tibet and it is suggested 
that he, being the spiritual head of 
the monastic oligarchy ruling the 
country, must return before a definite 
statement is made, ‘There is no 
justification for such a. procedure 
because between the last Dalai Lama 
and the Panchan Lama there hag 
existed for yoars a difference of 
‘opinion based entirely upon political 
concepts which nominally "should 
have no influence on the subject but 
which have been foreed on’ the 
country and its problems through 
the pressure from adjoining coun 
tries to whom the existence of 9 
secluded, incommunicative — region 
must constitute an uncertainty which 
modern diplomacy cannot counten- 
ance. Although reports of electric 
power stations, radio and modern 
transport innovations emanate from 











the ancient land, the influence 
of a great spiritual leader in 
‘Asia cannot be ignored. Ina 


recent contribution, Sir Charles Bell, 
while admitting the strong pressure 
of modern conditions, emphasizes 
this point. Most of the occupants of 
the exalted position of Dalal Lama 
died before tholr majority as a result 
of forces ‘which designed thelr end, 
but which non-religionists described 
as poisoning. ‘The last Dalai Lama, 
however, circumvented such cireum- 
stances ind reached the allotted span 
while ‘manifesting. great interest in 
worldly matters. Perhaps, as Sit 
Charles suggests, the next Dalai 
might hanker after “more worldly 
power which a realist comprehen- 
sion of conditions implies, in which 
case some elements of the mystery 
might be explained, 


YU YA-CHING ROAD

‘That Sino-Japanese relations now 
hve reached the most critical stage 
needs no denial, declared Dr, Wank 
Chung-hul, a former Judge of the.

said, is fraught with the gravest eo! 
Sequences, as it will decide the des-

By such a step, he sald, 
‘a temporary peace at least is attain 
able, even’ if it fails to achieve a 
fundamental solution of all the pend= 
ing questions between the two coun 
fries. To substantiate his views, he 
pointed out that all the difeuities 
between Germany and Poland have 
been soled through diplomatic pro- 

Referring to the insistence of the 
Japanese Government on direct 
negotiations with Gen. Chiang Kal- 
shek, Dr. Wang commented that there 
‘has been, to his knowledge, no such 
precedent in international. relations. 
In all countries in Europe or Amer= 
ca, diplomatic negotiations are con- 
ducted by their Foreign Ministers, 
‘whose powers may slightly differ 
owing to the differences in ‘thelr 
political system. ‘The reason the 
Japanese insist on negotiating with 
Gen, Chiang, Dr, Wang continued, Is 
unknown, ‘ut, ‘since China has a

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AGE OF MIRACLES 
Sept. 30. 

‘Those who believe that the age 
of miracles has past are recom- 
‘mended to read the address given 
by the Rev. G. W. Gibb, the 
director-general of the China In- 
land Mission, at a valedictory meet-| 
ing in London held for a number| 
of workers returning to the mission 
feld in China. Mr. Gibb has only 
recently succeeded to the director~ 
generalship of the mission, but for 
some years before being appointed 
to the highest controlling position 
in the mission, he acted as China| 
director. For’ many’ years before! 
that, he was actively engaged in the 
work of propagating the gospel in 
the interior, and his knowledge of 
the Chinese people, their customs, 
beliefs and superstitions, puts him| 
in the rank of thoso’ who are 
‘authorities upon developments. in 
this country, ‘The China Inland| 
‘Mission has a custom of convening 
valedictory meetings for candidates 
for mission work when they first 
leave the home countries, and those 
returning from furlough, and a 
feature of these meetings is usually 
that individual testimony of the! 
candidates on what inspired them 
to volunteer for a missionary field! 
which has little positively to re~ 
commend it from the point of view 
‘of the persqn who prefers an easy 
life, and has much to make it a 
dangerous adventure even to the 
most ardent lover of excitement. 
‘The China Inland Mission is prob- 
ably unique among missionary 
organizations in that it does not 
rely upon funds in trust or in in- 
vestments. Its members depend 
entirely upon voluntary contribu~ 
tions, which are not used to build 
up reserves but which are expended 
immediately for the purpose for 
which they were subseribed: that is 
to say for the spreading of Christi- 
amity among the Chinese, Its mis 
slonaries live like the Chinese and| 
face the rough and tumble of life 
in exactly the same way as the 
people they are here to. work: 
amongst. The simplicity of their 
boliefs—they are fundamentalists— 
may be a matter of wonder to 
dliatecticians, but the zeal with 
‘which they propagate them is 
beyond dispute. ‘The success which 
they have achieved among a people 
who seem to be chiefly inspired by 
material considerations is note- 
worthy, 

Mr. Gibb, in his address, dia not 
ila the pill, He yave ‘a frank 
exposition of the dificulties. the| 
velurning missionaries would have 
to face—the dangers from civil war, 
banditry, the Communists, and even 
the honour of martyrdom for the| 
eause to which they had pledged| 
themselves, During the past ten| 
years, he said, there had been ten 
‘marlyrdoms among members of the 
mission, ‘The ten years had, per- 
hhaps, been among the most difieutt| 
of the mission's existence. This 
statement is worthy of note, in view 
of the perilous and ghastly time 
the mission passed through during 
the Boxer uprising. ‘Then, mis- 
sionaries' lives were not worth the 
purchase. The Shansi massacres 
stil. live as a horrible memory, 
while the marvellous escapes of 
workers in the far interior of this 
country, as recounted in. various 
hooks, make reading as thrilling as 
anything the most imaginative: 
‘wrller of fiction could have evolved. 
But, according to Mr. Gibb, the Ta 
ten’ years haye, perhaps, bee 
worse. ‘The priod includes the 
wave of anti-forelgnism and anti- 
Christian. agitation which swept 
over the country with the arrival 
of the Nationalist armies from Can- 
ton and which coincided with the 
domination of the Communists over 
the Nationalist .movement in this 
country. Churches were desecrated, 
used as stables and barracks by the 
troops moving northward, mission| 
houses were looted, their’ inhabit~ 
ants, where they remained, insulted| 
and sometimes assaulted, and robbed 
of everything: they possessed, |The: 
‘opponents of Christianity, in their 
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diabolical inspiration from Moscow, | 
even went to the ridiculous extreme. 
of printing and circulating anti- 
Christmas cards, so great was thelr 
hatred of a doctrine that preached 
goodwill and forbearance! There 
were hardly any extremes to 
which the more rabid elements 
among the advancing Nationalists 
were not prepared to go. With the 
stabilization of national affairs 
after the conquest of north China| 
the situation somewhat eased. But 
there arose shortly afterwards the| 
menace of Communism as opposed 
to the Central Government—a force| 
over which the authorities could 
exercise no control and who 
deliberately “made the Govern 
ment’s relations with — foreign| 
Powers more difficult by molesting, 
and taking captive all foreigners, 
who happened to fall into their 
hands. 


‘The menace still exists, in spite 
of the excellent work done by the 
Central Government troops under 
General Chiang Kai-shek in chasing 
the Reds out of Kiangsi, through 
Hunan and Kweichow, up part of 
Yunnan, and into Szechuen, Si- 
kang, and Kansu. In these fatter 
parts of the country they are still 
2 soutee of anxiety to the Chinese 
Government and to the mission 
authorities who have many mem- 
bers distributed over the area being 
threatened. All this history, how- 
ever, Js only the background for 
the ‘hiraculous happenings in the 
mission field during the last few 
years. Mr, Gibb's own recital of 
‘what happened during the troubles 
of 1926 and 1927 can be quoted as 
am example. In the account of the 
valedictory meeting given by the 
London ‘cotrespondent of the 
“North-China Daily News,” which 
can be read in full on ” another 
page, it is stated: 


Mr. Gibb took as the theme of 
his address “The Faithfulness of 
God” in the provision of needs and 
‘help. He illustrated this by quot- 
ing_an incident which occurred on 
April 3, 1927, when they re- 
ceived instructions to withdraw all 
missionaries from the field, This 
meant a large expenditure of money 
‘and they had less than £50. ‘They 
waited upon God and what hap- 
pened. Two days afterwards they 
received a lelter that hadebeen 
written three weeks previously 
tolling them they were at liberty 
to use a sum of money that had 
formerly been given for the build 
ing of some premises in China. It 
was given by a missionary who 
had returned home and become 
quite wealthy and he placed that 
‘money at their disposal just at that 











time, ‘They withdrew their mis 
sionaries and 200 elected to re- 
‘main in thelr stations. ‘The evac 





tion cost a lurge sum. ‘The money 
was always at hand, 

In the light of such an experience, 
who can say that the age of 
miracles is no more? And if the 
Yemarkable deliverances of Mr. A. 
Hayman and Mr. R. A. Bosshardt 
from the hands of the Communists 
after nearly a year arid a halt of 
captivity in the most trying cir- 
cumstances, and the many other 
tales of narrow escapes, oxtraord~ 
inary rescues—as in the ease of the 
Stam baby—are not enough to sup- 
port the thesis that there are more 
things in this world than are 
dreamt of in the average Horatio's 
philosophy, then what more is 
there to be said? 





OFF THE EARTH 
Oct. 1.

and to soar off this troubled world, 
leaving its trials and. tribulations! 
behind. ‘This means refuge in the 
atmosphere, troposphere or strato- 





sphere with the world a scene of 
endiess striving and the blue or as 


some stratosphere explorers claim, 
a black sky above and below with 
appier landings after the tem- 
Porary absence. The response 10 
this feeling might be found in the 
extraordinary dominance _ which 
things aerial have suddenly 
sumed in the last day or two during 
an extremely complicated interna~ 
ional situation... Two Americans: 
are to leave on an air race around. 
the world with the joyousness and 
competitive spirit of a London to 
Brighton walk although there is a 
trip of 25,000 miles or so before 
them. Nine British airmen fying, 
British machines, at the invitation 
and financial benevolence of a 
South African millionaire, Mr. I. W. 
Schlesinger, anxious ‘to | com- 
memorate the foundation of Johan- 
nesburg-and its subsequent develop- 
ment and prosperity, have left 
Portsmouth for South’ Afriea ina 
race with rich eash rewards at the 
end. ‘Their ranks have been 
thinned since the flag dropped at 
Portsmouth Airport and a record 
flight by the fastest machine might 
have brought one to Johannesburg 
last night, An oficer of the Royal 
Air Force has so completely dis- 
sociated himself with “this sorry 
scheme of things entire” that he 
soared to an altitude of nine-and-a- 
half miles, a height never before 
reached in a powered machine, 

To Squadron-Leader F. R. D. 
Swain, there has occurred an’ ex- 
perience which has befallen no 
other man. In a special experi- 
mental R.A. F. high altitude 
machine—a Bristol fitted with a 
special Pegasus eny:ne—and equip- 
ped with special clothing and 
‘apparatus to make existence pos- 
sible at such a tremendous height, 
he reached 49,976 fect breaking the 
previous record of 48,098 feet 
established by the French airman 
Detre, although far short of the 
altitude reached by Belgian, Russian 
and American aeronauts ih strato 
sphere balloons. ‘This, in itself, is 
‘a marvellous feat of endurance and 
scientifle achievement for it has 
added to the possibilities of a 
powered machine in a rarified 
almosphere—a problem which has 
Jong exercised aeronautical minds 
‘who believe that in the stratospheric 
region is the solution of ultra~ rapid 
air travel which will reduce days to 
hours. But consideration makes the 
flight more amazing to human con- 
templation. His story reads like a 
Jules Verne romance with a 
Gulliver's Travels scale of gargan- 
tudn and microscopic details. There 
‘Was a superhuman struggle against 
mechanical and atmospheric con- 
ditions but when he reached the 
peak of his ascent he said he looked 
down on England and saw the 
entire southern coastline from 
Margate to Land's End and his 
impression was that it was indeed 
a tiny little country. Olympian 
heights have been traditionally 
used as a measure of overwhelming 
magnification of human judgment 
Dut surely this standard must now be 
thrown on the serapheap owing to 
its inadequacy. 

‘The philospher might speculate 
‘on what Squadron-Leader Swain's 
innermost thoughts might have 
been when, suspended in the 
stratosphere, he saw below him a 
piece of land of insignificant por~ 
tions territorially but so gigantic in 
history and world aifairs. His own 
story describes the more immediate 
and important tasks to be per- 
formed in order to bring his 
machine safely to earth as frost 
covered the windows of his cabin 
and a feeling of suffocation com- 
menced. At times of great moment 
like these, men are apt to act in a 
particularly unromantic manner, 
‘unimpressed by the stupendity of 
the occasion and with an extremely 
practical concern for actual details. 
Questioned after his stratosphere 
ascent of 72,305 fect, or 13.71 miles 
in the Natlonal Geographic Society- 
US. Army Balloon Explorer I on 
November 11 last year, Captain 
‘Albert W. Stevens, who was accom 
panied by Captain Orvil A. Ander 
son, repudiated any conjecture that 
fn ‘such an undertaking a person 
would be in a state of tingling ex- 
citement as if he were in a racing 
car going at highest speed. At= 
tention is absorbed in attending to 
the many technical and scientifie 
aspects of the ascent in order to 
achieve the greatest possible results.

Wagon roads and automobile 
highways were Invisible, houses 
were invisible, and railways could) 
be recognized only by an occasional 
cut or fill, ‘The larger farms were 
discernible as tiny rectangular, 
areas, Occasional streaks of green 
vegetation showed tho presence of 
streams. Here and there. water 
could be seen in the form of rivers| 
for lakes, expecially if the sun was} 
Feflected from the water's surface. 
No sign of actual life on the earth 
could be detected, To us it was a 
foreign and lifeless world, ‘The sun 
was the one object that commanded 
our attention; we were temporarily 
Sivorced from Mother Earth, 

Such a picture of a lifeless world| 
is impossible to conceive except| 
through the detachment of _a| 
stratospheric ascent, but at least it) 
may be said that, ‘scientific value| 
apart,,it might commend itself to 
the sidtesman who might pause and. 
‘wonder where the world is going.

in his. journals, but are those 
of Mr. Hearst himself. And it is 
regrettable that these views are of 
such a weather-cock variety that 
thelr tendency is often difficult to 
understand.

States. By November, or at least 
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January, the verdict of those who 
have been most intimately affected 
by the moves which have accom- 
panied President Roosovelt's search 
for a solution of his nation’s prob- 
ems, will be known; the President 
will have either been confirméd in 
his office, or his rival will have 
been nominated to take over the 
reigns of government, If the latter 
is the case, Mr. Landon can con- 
gratulate himself that he will not 
have to unravel such a tangled 
skein as Mr, Hoover left for his 
successor. Whether the measures 
pressed by President Roosevelt and 
his “brain trust” are responsible for 
the recovery of conditions in the 
United States or not is disputed 
between liberals and conservatives, 
It may be argued that the United 
States would have recovered any~ 
how, in common with the general 
tendency towards recovery which 
has fortunately been noticeable the 
world over. But it cannot be 
denied that, when President Roose- 
velt took over, the United States 
was in the depth of one of the 
greatest economic crises in its his 
tory. Banks were closing all over 
the country, ‘There was an un- 
precedented agricultural slump due, 
not to natural calamities such as 
have largely discounted the pres~ 
ent administration's attempted re- 
forms, but to the too lavish gifts 
of nature, which were in turn over= 
emphasized by uncontrolled ex- 
ploitation. There was over-produc- 
tion in industry’ as well as 
agriculture; starvation in the midst 
of plenty; and men were without 
Jobs while machinery which could 
have kept them busy was growing 
rusty because no one wanted what 
it could produce. It was a situa- 
tion that called for drastic remedies» 
and the Roosevelt administration, 
rightly or wrongly, applied the 
remedies that they thought best. 
‘The good sense of the American 
electorate will probably prevent 
Mr. Hearst's Communist red herring 
from becoming an issue in the 
election campaign. ‘There are many 
more * important questions over 
which there can be differenced of 
opinion—so many, that observers 
predict that this year’s election may 
be one of the most bitter in 
American history. The impartial 
looker-on may be a little pursed 
in the next few weeks by clection~ 
ering dialectics. One of the prin- 
cipal charges against the Roosevelt 
administration has been its prolific 
expenditure of public money and 
its inability to balance the Ameri- 
can national budget But, as the 
chairman of the American Bankers’ 
Association stated in San Francisco 
recently, at the annual meeting of 
his organization, no reasonable man 
can object to the expenditure of 
public money when it is a question 
of saving citizens of the country 
from destitution and starvation, 
‘That innumerable citizens of the 
United States were faced with these 
conditions during the carly months 
of the Roosevelt administration is 
a matter of history. It was one 
of the contentions of the Democrats 
at that time that the economfe con 
stitution of ‘the United States 
needed important revisions. “Thely’ 
iets, therefore, had a dual pur- 
pose: to relieve immediate distress 
and to ensure, according to their 
ights, that the conditions which 
ted up to that distress should not 
recur. The chief points of opposi- 
tion in the present electoral cam- 
paign hinge round the latter. ‘The 
one side maintain that President 
Roosevelt and his advisors did not 
go far enough along the path of 
reform of the economic and indus~ 
trial system; the other contend 
that the reform was unnecessary or, 
if needed, was carried out too pre- 
cipitately' and without due regard 
to the existing circumstances, The 
vote in November which will tell

AT MARGATE 
Oct. 3. 


In the bracing and salubrious air 
of Margate, “where the sick one 
roams and the sentimental reads,” 
the annual conference of Con= 
servative Party is being held, 
‘There is no question of any re- 
cuperative measures in restoring 
the health of the party for the 
results of the last general election 
indicated complete political fitness 





in this respect, There are, however, 
great issues at stake with the 
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urgency of consolidating a party 
opinion for the conduct of a Gov- 
ernment policy in international af- 
fairs quite as pressing as the im- 
portance of drafting a programme 
for maintaining party balance in 
the House, which, in the face of 
predictions, might lead to a new 
election In which the national 
character of the present Govern- 
ment might be changed by a 
straight party fight, As already 
announced, Sir Samuct Hoare, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, made the 
conference speech on the subject of 
defence in the place of Sir Thomas 
Inskip, Minister for the Co-Ordina- 
tion of Defence, who, it was stated, 
is at present sitting’ on the Com- 
mittee of Imperial Defence. Sir 
Samuel outlined th2 elrcumstances 
which dictated the British re-arma- 
ment decision, He drew attention 
to developments in other countries, 
especially within the last six 
months, which made it Imperative 
for Great Britain to revise her de- 
fence programme and which had 
compelled smaller countries to em~ 
bark on armament programmes of 
fa substantial nature, Germany, he 
pointed out, is spending £600,000,- 
000 a year on military preparations 
and this represents 46 per cent. of 
the total budget. Not only was the 
defensive eapacily of Great Britain 
inadequate in view of developments 
in other countries but any indica~ 
tion of weakness in the British 
Empire was a disturbing factor in 
international polities. ‘Therefore, 
hhe emphasized the importance of 
strengthened British Empire as a 
stabilizing foree for the main« 
tenance of world peace. 

Tt needs little consideration to 
‘nd justification for Sw Samuel's 
statement. Tt led to the unanimous 
adoption of a resolution supporting 
the Government's defence program- 
me, in the completion of which Sir 
Samuel Is likely to play a great 
part by his appointment to a co- 
ordinatod defence administration 
position already mentioned in this 
journal, Re-armament, as the Con~ 
seryative Party was told, does not 
mean a return to war-time con 
ditions, ‘This is likely to endanger 
the process of returning prosperity 
the country is experiencing, and 
evgry endeavour must be made to 
avert any economic upheaval which 
the imposition of a war-time régime 
is likely to have, But it would be 
unwise for the Government to 
ignore the essential facts of a 
rapidly-arming world and _ seek 
solace in a conviction that any in= 
equality in armaments will be com= 
pensated by a purity of pecific 
beliefs, Against the energetic 
efforts of the Government to repair! 
this inadequacy there has been an 
amazing growth in what Sir Samuel 
described as “perverted pacificism,” 
reflected in {00 great a trust in 
the honesty of human nature and 
ignoring the realist conception of 
the general ‘purpose of arms. ‘Too 
many ominous warnings of intent] 
have been sounded in Europe dur- 
ing the last six months to leave any 
doubls, and the equilibrium for 
whieh’ the Government is striving 
is the surest basis of sccurity and 
‘a guaranteo for world peace, ‘There 
has. beon hesitation regarding the 
attitude of the Labour Party to the| 
Government's programme and to 
the party's leaders Sir Samuel 
made a strong appeal for co- 
operation. ‘That this 1s likely to be| 
uiven was indicated at the recent 
meeting of the Trade Union Con- 
syross when no definite decision 
‘was passed in the form of a resolu- 
tion, but it was made clear that 
Labour support would be forth- 
coming provided the principle of 
collective security was maintained. 

On the question of mandates, Sit 
‘Samuel's persuasive efforts were 
not so successful in evoking $0] 
strong an expression of approval 
for the Government's policy. While 
affirming the intention to maintain 
the status quo as far as mandated 
territory is concerned and om- 
phasizing the: diMculties attendant 
upon the transfer of these terri- 
tories, the Government has not! 
satisfied the Conservative Party 
that it intends to maintain the un- 
alterable stand taken last year 
when it was announced that man- 
dates were not a subject for dis- 
cussion, Mr, Stanley Baldwin 
made the declaration in April that 
no commitments in connection with 
mandates would be _undertaken| 
without a full discussion in the 
House. This, in the Conservative 
view, was taken a5 a sign of weak- 








ness, ‘The conferenc> was prompt! 


to defeat an amendment embody- 





ing the Government's present view 
and passed the original resolution 
urging the Government to give an 
‘assurance that the statement made 
by Sir John Simon to Herr Hitler 
in March last year, to the effect 
that the cession of British mandated 
territory was not a discussable 
question, still represents the un~ 
allerable attitude of the Govern- 
ment. 

this may seem to be in the nature 
of a rebuff for the Government, 
there is no indication that the action 
of the Conservative Conference will 
‘embarrass it in the handling of this 
difficult question. On the contrary, 
such a definite opinion might be 
construed as a form of assistance to 
strengthen the Government's posl- 
tion, the difference of opinion exist- 
ing ‘not in the general attitude to 
the question but in the matter of, 
procedure, With Mr. Baldwin back 
in London after his two months’ 
holiday which negatives reports of 
his immediate retirement in favour 
of Mr. Neville Chamberlain, there 
can be expected a more precise en- 
lghtenment of Conservative policy 
in view of the decisions of the con- 
ferenee at Margate. 


FOOD PROBLEM 
Oct, 5. 


A eynic in the engineering pro- 
fession recently remarked that| 
people pay far too much attention 
fo the question of food. With the 
plain, unadulterated application of 
such’ fuels cis coal or oll of a 
guaranteed standard, mighty snach- 
ines function with far less fussiness| 
‘and greater reliability than the 
human body does through the 
absorption of food. If fancy tastes 
based on human. irritability and 
that uncertain and fantastic factor, 
the palate, could be abolished in| 
favour of a scientific extract for 
bodily needs in the shape of a con- 
centrated essence of food necessary 
for the maintenance of vitality and 
the enabling of human funetions a 
more reasonable and efficient 
standard of living could be attained, 
Instead, the human machine hi 
been rendered unreliable and tem~ 
peramental, There is general agree- 
ment that ‘the extent of food has 
not changed within centuries, but! 
the variety of treatment has altered 
tremendously. Whether the steak 
is properly cooked, or the veget- 
ables have been properly arranged, 
‘or the seasoning adjusted, or the 
niecty of the table accommodations 
created to impress the eyo—also an 
important factor in eating—has 
resulted in a wide diversion of ef- 
forts likely to be upset at the 
slightest. whim. ‘The result has 
been the elevation of eating to the 
status of a vast industry, subject to 
upheavals through Inbour troubles 
‘or economic forces even if indivi 
dual tastes have reduced the 
possibility of disagreement to a 
minimum, ‘There is much to be 
sald for the argument. Waiters 
hhave gone on strike in Paris and 
cataclysmic results were foretold 
when they “downed plates,” so to 
speak, A city like Paris, where 
eating is a combination of an art 
and a science, must experience a 
feeling of horror at such an event 
striking at the very heart of social 
intercourse. ‘The catastrophe has 
been averted by government in 
tervention which has saved the city 
by Inducing the restaurant owners| 
and the waiters to accept mediation 
{in regard to wages. In Germany, 
Ireat celebrations are being held 
to mark a satisfactory harvest and| 
emphasize the urgency of food 
problems likely to arise this winter. 
‘The spectacle of a parade of tanks, 
artillery and machine guns, accom- 
panied by parachute-jumping reads| 
a little bizarro but it is all linked 
with the problem. 

In England, the subject has as- 
sumed an ' entirely different 
character although the influence of 
the big tinned goods manufacturers 
might be perceived. Inthe 
columns of one of the leading 
weekly reviews, there 1.as continued 
for some weeks a long discussion 
on the quality of English cooking, 
especially in the hotels which are 
supposed to illustrate to foreigners, 
English culinary abilities, although, 
as is well-known, the principal 
hotels still maintain the continental 
tradition of | managership and| 
kitchen direction. It has beon said’ 
that the cooking is only second-rate 
and that a people of high health 
standards in relation to other

cating. This, of course, is no new 
complaint. Generations have con~ 
tributed to the general lament and 
although Dickens embellished his 
works with long descriptions of 
dinners during which the table 
must have really groaned judging 
by the load and variety of food ap- 
parently considered necessary to 
meet ordinary appetites the com- 
int continues and finds no| 
alleviation, As one contributor to 
the discussion pointed out, English 
cooking might have been worse 
than it is to-day but it {sno solace 
for the diner of to-day to reflect 
that he would have received a 
‘worse meal thirty years ago. The| 
groans may be a matter of historic 
development, but while people are 
slaves to their palate these com- 
plaints are likely to be interminable, 
which concedes a point to the 
engineer and refeicace to the 
machine and its simple needs. 
‘These observations are, of course, 
directed at the gourmet, who 
stoutly opposes the comparison of 
the machine. Perhaps it is left to 
China to apply the corrective to| 
unreality, In this country, exelud- 
ing the Lucculian banquets of 
innumerable dishes possible on oc- 
casions, the question of food has 
been feduced to the minimum 
requirements necded for tens of 
millions of people. A _ recent 
publication of the Chinese Medical 
Association revealed the results of 
‘a comprehensive survey of the diets 
of Shanghai factory workers in 
‘comparison with the diets of in-| 
stitutional workers in relation to| 
the standard of industrial health 
and a far darker pleture of the food 
question is painted. Like all in- 
dustrial cities, the sudden influx of| 
labourers into Shanghai has created 
new and serious problems of 
unhealthy, uneconomic and socially 
undesirable conditions, and one of 
the best methods of remedying the| 
defects is by a study of nutrition 
and food problems. “The principal 
food, the report states, consists of| 
rice ‘with meat, and according to| 
the season there is a wide variation 
in regard to vegetables and fruit. 
A. comparison with the dicts of 
Chinese labourers in Shanghai and| 
labourers in other countries reveals 
that although the Chinese would in 
no way fall short of the high 
standards laid down internationally 
as “being necessary for an in- 
dividual’s well-being if he obtained 
a better dict, great improvements| 
ought to be made. As the survey 
applies largely to juvenile factory 
workers—most of whom work for| 
their keep—it is a poignant fact to 
earn that the “quantity and quality 
of the food taken by juvenile 
factory workers were in many 
respects decidedly below standard 
requirements, and compared poorly | 
with the diets of other groups in| 
Shanghai.” Between the two poles| 
‘of eastern and western food re-| 
‘quirements exists a large divide but 
it continues to represent one of the 
greatest problems of existence 
whether it is made the more dif 
cult by economic facts or trans-| 
formed by social preferences. 











FAREWELL TO GUNS 
Oct. 6. 

Before the Shanghai Volunteer 
Corps bids farewell to its guns, it| 
is hoped that: there will be a last! 
parade of the two old units at] 
which the Shanghai public can join| 
in the expressions of gratitude! 
already made by the Council. In 
other flelds of military activity, the 
guns are usually the last things to 
be surrendered. But in Shanghai 
the conditions are different. The 
arguments put forward to the Muni- 
cipal Couneil for the ubolition of the 
artillery units are almost unanswer- 
able, when the economic position 
of the Settlement is considered. 
In the case of the Light Gun 
Battery the equipment has become 
obsolete and could only be renewed, 
at great cost—unless some foreign’ 
Power came forward, as in the past, 
and lent new guns. ‘So far as both 
batteries are concerned, there is the| 
dificulty of arranging _ proper| 
practice areas, the nearest, since the| 
Chinese Government objected to 
the firing that used to be done at 
Woosung, being Hongkong, and the 
expense prohibitive. There is also| 
the question of the deterioration of 
ammunition, which would have to| 
be made good if the batteries are 
to be effective or, to go further, not 


certain of the effect of his fire it his 
ammunition is liable to let him 
down. Defective ammunition was 
fone of the chicf causes of com- 
plaint against the artillery during 
the last war, and provided wh: 
ever grounds there were for com- 
plaints that the gunners were shell- 
{ing the men in their own front line 
trenches. ‘The complaint was 
seldom justified, but where it was, 
the blame was due more to the de- 
partments at Home who supplied 
the ammunition than to the men 
on the spot who used it, And the 
men on the spot on that occasion 
were professional gunners; most of 
them trained on the intensive 
system, it is true, but all of them 
‘experienced in firing live ammuni- 
tion and with their theoretical 
training reinforeed by the ex- 
perience of the battlefield or the 
range. There is therefore some 
force behind the Commandont of 
the S.V.C’s belicf that the facilities 
for training of the artillery unity 
under his command are not up to 
the standard required for operation 
in a city area such as is Shanghai. 
‘Those who remember the visit of 
regular British artillery batteries 
from Hongkong in 1927 will: not 
easily allow the impression of their 
effclency to diminish. One of the 
commanders at that time was asked 
how long it would be before he 
could hit the Cathay Hotel, if that 








reply was that, with guns he.knew 
and ammunition he could trust, he 
could, from the Race Course,” hit 
the hotel whenever he liked. "The 
question really was: What room in 
the hotel was it desired to hit? He 
would not guarantee to place every 
shell in the middle of the table of 
that room, but he could, given an 
adequate ‘description where the 
room was, almost guarantee to land 
shell into it which'would seriously 
inconvenience the occupant 
Boasts such as this presuppose a 
knowledge of the guns to be used 
and a confidence in the ammunition 
which are almost impossible in a 
Volunteer Corps which is forbidden 
by circumstances to indulge in 
practice. Each shell fired from a 
gun causes wear and tear in the 
weapon which has to be taken into 
account periodically by those in 
charge of it, and at certain intervals 
makes it necessary for the gun to 
be returned to the Ordnance De- 
partment for overhauling. Only by 
firing the gun can the margin of 
error consequent upon its frequent 
use be estimated. And in Shanghai 
that firing proved in recent years 
to be impossible, and there there- 
fore entered a certain amount of 
speculation into the accuracy of 
the guns at anything-but more than 
‘almost point-blank range that 
rendered them less an asset than 
a liability to the other defenders 
of the Settlement, ‘That clement of 
uncertainty could not be overcome 
by the occasional visits of the bat 
teries to Hongkong for practical 
training, since the guns used in 
Hongkong belonged to the garrison 
there, and were almost certainly 
quite different from those the mem= 
bers of the batterics would have 
been called upon to use in Shang~ 
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hai—not different in sights or 
methods of operation, but in the 
effects of old age and other things, 

It is to be hoped that the history 
of these two famous units in the 
S.V.C., the Field Artillery Battery 
and the Light Gun Battery, will not 
be brought to a sudden end by the 
Council's latest decision. Many a 
battery in the Great War, its guns 
blown to smithereens by devastat- 
ing bombardments, turned to with 
rifle and bayonet ‘and did its bit 
with the infantry in the trenches, 
with what remnants remained of its 
original personnel. As the standard 
of shooting of the local artillerymen 
proved on Sunday, there is no 
reason why they should not range 
themselves with the foot units of 
the S:V.C. and prove themselves 
just as good in any emergency. In 
fact, it is a tradition of the Royal 
Artillery that there is nothing a 
foot-slogger can do that an arttl- 
leryman cannot do better, and that, 
on active service, there ‘are many 
engineering problems which are 
solved daily by the gunner which 
would puzzle the sapper if he met 
them. ‘This belief may, of course, 
be due to the pride and tradition 
inherited from heroes of the past. 
But the history of the gunners in 
‘war does much to support it. Even 
the story of the early days of the 
artillery in Shanghai can be cited 
in proof, when guns were galloped 
‘over open country, across ditches 
and over ploughed fields, to take 
part in battles such as’ that of 
Muddy Flats. With the changes 
which have occurred inside and 
outside Shanghai in succeeding 
decades, the gunners have had to 
take up position more and more in 
the reserve lines. ‘Through no 
fault of their own, it should be 
stated; but simply because the con- 
ditions of defence of the Interni 
tional Settlement have postulated 
it, ‘The questions the. administra~ 
tion have had to ask themselves in 
these altered conditions are, in a 








nutshell: Is. it possible to. keep 
artillery batteries. manned by 
amateurs in’ Shanghai without 


y more facilities from expert 
training than are now available? 
‘The answer, in view of the pro- 
hibitions on’firing practice and the 
calls from other dircetions upon 
members of the units, has been no, 
And, secondly, is it’ worth while 
keeping the units when the Shang- 
hat Municipal Council is struggling 
to cut down its expenditure without 
increasing the rates of its already 
well-taxed ratepayers? ‘They are 
units which all for peiiodical 
capital expenditure if they are to 
be efficient: is the expenditure 
worth it? ‘The answer {o these 
questions has also been in the 
negative, ‘Thus Shanghai must bid 
farewell to two bodies which have 
played conspicuous parts in its de- 
fence almost from the carliest time: 
It hopes to be able to pay a last 
tribute of respect to these, units be- 
fore they disband, but it entertains 
the belief that the men who have 
in recent years done so much to 
preserve their traditions will not 
allow their services to be lost to 
the S.V.C. as a result of the 
Council's decision.

FRENCH DEVALUATION 


‘The devaluation decision ot the 
French Government is rapidly achiev- 
ing effect. France will hereatter 
impose nn embargo on gold in order 
to provent a flight of gold. before 
the bill now in the Senate and the 
Chamber of Deputies has received 
assent, Domestically, steps are being 
taken” to readjust salaries and to 
prevent a rise in prices which de- 
valuation portends, and although a 
strong opposition ‘group has arisen 
‘against Premier Blum on account of 
his action which will hit extremely 
hard the smaller people in the coun- 
try unless suitable measures are de- 
vised to check it, there seems every 
Ukelthood that an agreement will be 
veached which will enable passage of 
the bill, In the absence of precise 
details of the monetary ayreement 
between France, Britain and the 
United States, it is impossible to 
speculate on what the immediate 
effects of the agreement, especially 
in regard to China, will be although 
there Is an expressed determination 
to use all available resources to main- 
tain the currency equilibrium which 
Is the primary object of the agree- 
ment. Interviewed in Hongkong, Mr. 
Charles Rogers, former member of 
the Leith-Ross ‘mission who Is now 
acting as cconomle adviser to the 
Chinese Government, expressed the 
Bellet that the French devaluation 
action would prove beneficial to 
China, A change in the value of the 
franc ‘is likely to inerease prices in 
the United States and other countries 
Unked up with sterling and in his

China is not the only country in 
the world where serious concern is 
boeing paid to the need for reatToresta- 
tion, ‘The question is also uppermost 
in Great Britain but one of the 
obstacles is stated to be the rabbit. 
Dr. Wilson, of the National Home- 
Grown Timber Council, has something 
to say about Britain's neglect of her 
forests, and is arranging for con 
ferences between the timber growers, 
the great landlords, timber merchants, 
timber consumers and the oficials of 
tho Forestry Commission, to decide 
how best to replant the derelict 
forests, As an example, he says that 
during the last war 100,000,000 cubic 
fect of timber were cut from the. 
forests of Britain and used for 
military purposes but if we were in« 
volved in another war we could not 
cut anything lke that amount, In 
‘an interview, Dr, Wilson said: “People 
‘who want to replant Britain's forests 
have three obstacles to overcome— 
the economic factor, the time factor 
‘and the pest factor... The pest is 
the rabbit, In order to keep rabbits 
‘out of young plantations costly wire 
netting is required. People do not 
ealise that the rabbit Is costing this 
country, from the timber point of 
view alone, an enormous sum of 
money every year, To wire a plantae 
thon against rabblis casts £5 on acre 
over a small area, slightly less over 
larger. areas. ‘That alone prevents 
‘many landlords from planting forests, 
‘and one day the rabbit may cost this 
country more than monoy—its very 
life blood—if a war finds us without 
f stock of standing timber.” Aus- 
tralla's experience of the devastating 
cost of the rabbit pest should add 
point to the seriousness of Dr. 
Wilson's statement.

Whatever political objective he 
may have had in mind, Sir Oswald 
‘Mosley, the British Fascist leader, 
cannot’ be congratulated for his 
connection with one of the worst 
riots in London in many years, 
Nothing but deliberate _provoca- 
tion ‘demanding the concentration 
of (a large body of police in 
that area to prevent a breach of 
Peace can be seen in his decision to 
Jead his followers. subscribers to an 
anti-Jewish programme, into the 
heart of the East End which is the 
principal Jewish quarter of | the 
capital. With a large number of ine 
censed anti-Pascists aroused by Sir 
‘Oswald's widely-announced _inten~ 
tions, the results were inevitable. 
Rioting on an unprecedented scale 
ensued in one of the most law-abid- 
ing cities of the world, the police 
had to make baton charges to sup- 
press the protagonists and dislodge 
Fascists who barricaded themselves 
in a manner based on the continental 
model, and a collection of weapons 
including tron bars, chair legs wrap- 
ped in barbed wire and broken 
Bottles were picked up from the 
streets. The Fascist parade was 
called off under the influence of 
force majeure and several people 
Were injured and 64 were arrested. 
‘Who were the principal sufferers 
among the partisans involved in the 
fight is not indicated in the telegrams 
for the preponderancy seems to have 
been numerically in favour of the 
anti-Faseists and the police, but Sir 
‘Oswald cannot evade responsibility for 
‘even contemplating such a parade 
‘with such provocative intent and 
‘scope. Polltics in Britain have hither- 
to been conducted on lines of great 
est tolerance for both points of view 
provided no breach of the public 
peace was caused. Sir Oswald may 
Believe he has a programme of great 
political reform to offer to the peo- 
ple of the country but he can expect 
Rothing but resentment and oppos!- 
tion (irough ill-advised ventures of 
this nature. 








JOHANNESBURG RACE 
Congratulations are deservedly 
being showered on C. W. A. Scolt 
and his co-pilot Giles ‘Guihric, wine 
ners of the Porismouth-Johannesburg 
‘alr race, who arrived first at Ger- 
miston aerodrome on Oct. 1 after 
Covering 6150 miles in less than 53 
hours. Coming afler the London- 
Melbourne air race which was also 
won by Scott and the late Mr. T. 
Campbell Black, who was killed on, 
the eve of the Johannesburg race, 
this new achievement makes Scott 
‘one of the greatest airmen in the 
‘world and ceriainly one of the world’s 
fastest in long dashes. As the race 
was confined to British aviators using 
British machines the element of inter- 
national competition which made the 
Melbourne race so interesting was 
Jacking, but it has proved a good test 
for British equipment. Half a dozen 
different types were entered and the 
winning machine, a Vega-Gull, which 
‘has already several distinguished per- 
formances to its credit, should take 
its due precedence in the ranking of 
British sireraft. The race, unfortu- 
nately, was not without its drama. 
‘Two men lost their lives when they 
crashed taking off from Abercorn in 
Northern Rhodesia. High-speed fying 
in conditions such as those outlined 
for the Johannesburg competition is 
a dangerous thing, but it is satis 
factory to learn that the sponsor of 
the race is prepared to alleviate 
the loss by making sultable provision 
for the family of the two men who 
sacrificed themselves to a com+ 
memoration project.

‘The zenith of the trolley bus as 
a substitute for the tramear is fast| 
approaching in Britain, especially in’ 
London where more and more miles. 
of ty mway track are being abolished 
with a consequent “improvement in 
the movement of trae. In the 
suburban areas of the metropolis 82 
miles ‘have been taken up and an- 
other 132 miles will be removed to 
complete the change, which is not| 
exelusive to London ‘but is seen in 
provincial towns and cities where 4 
‘similar tendency in public transport 
Is noted. In London 670 trolley buses 
are on order and are being delivered 
as required. The tram routes so far| 
converted sre: Sutton to Croydon, 
10 miles; Croydon to Crystal Palace, 
‘5 miles; Aclon, Hammersmith, Bdg- 
ware, 123% miles; Paddington, Stone- 
bridge Park, Wembley and Sudbury, 
T miles. On the Paddington-Sudbury. 
route, the whole distance is being| 
covered by trolley buses in about 35 
minutes — a saving over tramears of 
about six minutes. ‘The gain in pas 
sengers has been ‘most remarkable— 
from 20 to 25 per cent. Many people 
‘are writing to the London Passenger 
Transport Board offering to buy the 
old tramears, but unfortunately the 
Board are not permitted to do this.

TYPHOON ‘TOLL IN

RUSSIANS GIVEN FREE} 
HAND IN FAR EAST 


Accord Reached on Text of 
Anglo-Soviet Navy Pact 


London, Oct. 2. 

Complete agreement was reached 
fo-day.on the text of the bilateral 
naval treaty concluded between Great| 
Britain and Soviet Russia at the end| 
of July. 

‘The treaty, however, will only be- 
come operative if the governments 
concerned approve of it and if Ger- 
many adheres to the 1939 London 
naval treaty signed by Great Britain, 
the United States and France, 

‘The Anglo-Soviet agreement follows 
the prinelples of the tripartite treaty, 
except that Russia will have the right| 
to build seven cruisers with 7.1-inch 
‘guns instead of the 6.1-inch limit laid 
down by the treaty. 

She will have a free hand as regards 
the Far East, except that she under- 
takes not to build vessels in the Far: 
East outside the Units of the 1836) 
treaty, ‘This means that, if Japan| 
exceeds these limits, Russia 1s per- 
mitted to do likewise, 

Russia also undertakes not to 
transfer from the Far East to Europe 
of the Black Sea any vessels con- 
structed in tho Far East exceeding the 
‘qualitative limits of the 1936 treaty. 

Tt is understood, however, that| 
Russia is not bound to exchange in- 
formation concerning Fer Eastern| 
construction, 


The tripartite naval treaty provides, 
among other things, for exchange of| 
information on proposed naval con- 
struction; qualitative limitation of 
various types of vessels; 14-inch guns| 
for capital ships; a “gap” or zone of 
no-construction ‘between vessels of 
000 and 17,500 tons; extension of 
the age-limit of batileships to 26 
years; reduction of tonnage of air-

Dr. Koo cited the report of the 
secretary of the Council's Committee 
fn China as ample testimony of the 
progress of his country, 

He then drew attention to tho 
noteworthy solution achieved in 
respect of the Chinese currency and 
foreign exchange problem, which, ho 
, had baffled the Chinese for two 
‘years on account of the wide fluetun- 
tion in the price of silver, 

Danger of Explosion 

Dr, Koo claimed that the measures 
adopied by his Government in Nov- 
ember, 1995, had met with general 
‘approval and acceptance in China 
‘and had produced stable currency, 
a steady exchange rate, w stimulative 
‘effect on exports and a considerable 
reduction in the udverse trade 
balance, 

‘The Chinese delegate next drew 
attention to political conditions. in 
the Far East, “With the intensifiea- 
tion of preparations for war, the 
frequent movements of troops behind 








frontiers, the, multiplication of 
border incidents and the extension of 
‘armed aggression, the situation,” he 
sald, “is a dangerous one, ‘There 1s 


veritable danger of an explosion 
which will have serious repercussions 
in Europe.’ 

In conelusion, Dr. Koo reviewed

OUTLETS SOUGHT FOR 
TOKYO EMIGRANTS 


Gaimusho Asked to Open 
Negotiations 


‘Tokyo, Sept. 2. 
‘Tho Navy, the Army’ and other 
Government’ departments interested 
in Japanese expansion in the South 
Pacifle have decided to ask the For- 
eign Ofice to open negotiations with 
the Philippines and ‘the Netherlands 
East Indies for relaxation of their 
restrictions on Japaneso immigre: 
ton, according to oral reports. 

‘This decision is sald to have been 
reached at a series of conforences of 
officials of the Navy, War, Foreign. 
Overseas and Commerce "and In: 
dustry ‘Ministries, which arrived at 
the conclusion that the Foreign Omiee 
hhas been too indifferent to the neces 
sity of expansion in the South Sens 
‘and should be asked to launch 
more vigorous policy in that direc- 
tion. The eyes of Japan have long. 
bbeen focussed on ihese regions as 
outlets for its surplus population. 

Primarly interested in the emigra- 
tion question is the Overseas Ministry 
which is in charge of settling Japan- 
ese abroed, but without the co- 
‘operation of the Foreign Office 
‘nothing ean be done so far as tho 
Philippines and the Netherlands 
Indies are concerned, 

Entry of contract labourers into the 
Philippine Islands is prohibited under 
Article HE of the American Immigr 
lon Act of 1917, but as a matter of 
fact, a small number of such labour- 
ers from Japan have been permitted 
to. enter on condition that: they 
engage only in agriculture or com- 
meree, 

In the Netherlands Indies, a quota 
system has been adepted for immi- 
grants of various nationalities under 
the aliens’ entry ‘law. Under this 
system, Batavia admits annually a 
maximum of ten per cent, of the 

umber of immigrants of each nation- 
ality entering the islands annually 
for the ten years preceding 1033. 
‘This limits the number of immigrants 
from Japan to about 600 a year.

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COAL LIQUEFACTION 
PLANS FOR JAPAN 


Muge Organization Proposed 


by Defence Ministries 


Tokyo, Oct, 3. 

Springing a surprise on the Mintgtry 
of Commerce and Industry, which has 
Worked out a plan of ts own ona 
much smaller scale, the Army and 
Navy have jointly proposed ‘the 
organization of a ¥.100,000,000 com- 
pany for the liquefaction of coal, half 
of the investment to be provided by 
tho government and halt by private 
Interests that have been dabbling In 
the industry. 

‘The plan has been submitted by the 
Cabinet for the joint consideration of 
tho Commeree and Industry, Finanes 
‘and Overseas Ministries. ‘The military 
contend that not only the present 
private enterprises but the project 
Proposed by the Commerce and. In 
dustry Ministry are all inadequate to 
provide Japan with a sumelent supply 
of oll of ils own to meet national 
defence needs. 

Tho Government, it is proposed, 
should guarantee an annual dividend 
ff five per cent, on the ¥.50,000,000 
of private capitol to be invested in 
the company and should not take a 
dividend itself until the ‘company's 
earnings went above that rate, ‘The 
concern would be authorized to tsstte 
debentures to double the pald-un 
capitalization, 


1,500,000 ‘Tons A Year 


An annual production of 1,600,000 
fons of oll a year from coal’ within 
the next five years:is envisaged under 
this plan. ‘The 7,000,000 tons of coal 
required ‘for such n rate of output 
could all be obtained from ‘mines tn 
japan ot in territories under Japan's 
Influence, it ts pointed ‘out, 

‘The coal liquefaction industry at- 
fracted attention when. the so-called 
“crisis period” came to. be talked 
about and Japan's proverty in oll 
resources was realized keenly. 

Tn addition to what {s consumed by 
{is navy, Japan annually’ absorbs 
4,000,000 ‘tons of oll, of whieh only 
300,000 tons are ‘now produced in 
Japan proper, 

The remainder—90 per cont, of the 
total and worth about £10,000,000— 
is imported from abroad, ‘The 
domestic demand, Is increasing at the 
rate of about tex per cent, annually 
‘and by 1942 is expected to mount to 














| 5,000,000 tons, 


‘The company proposed by the 
Japanese Army and Navy. would ine 
crease its capitalization” to ¥.500,- 
600,600 within five years with’ the 
object of turning out 1,600,000 tons of 
oll a year. ‘The new’ gasoline cor 
sumption tax and the proceeds of In- 
creased import duties would be 
devoted to financing coal liquefaction. 
It Is the intention of the sponsors of 
the progeamme that it be put Into 
effect in the next nancial’ year.—

Gen. Chen Ming-chu Calls on 
“Assembly Head 


Geneva, Oct, 2. 

‘An appeal to the League of Na- 
tons for the safeguarding ot peace, 
whieh, he” sald, was particularly 
threatened In-the Far Enst, was made 
yesterday by Gen. Chen’ Ming-chu, 
former Commander of the. 19th 
Roule Army who Is China's delegate 
to Whe Universal Ponce Congress 
‘which was recently held in Brustols. 

Gen. Chen spoke on the occasion 
‘of-a eal which he made yesterday, 
together with a delegation from the 
Brussels Peace Congress on Senor 
‘Saavedra Lamas, Argentinian For. 
clgn Minister and chairman of the 
‘current session of the League As 
sembly. 

‘Viscount Ceell of Chelwood, Presl- 
dent of the Peace Congress, reculled 
the alm of the Congress, which, he 
said, was solely to struggle for peace 
‘ana 'for the League of Nations, 

‘The French delegate, M, Leon 
Jouhaux, who is Secreiary-Goneral 
fof the’ French Confederation of 
Labour, then spoke “in the name of 
millions of organized workers.” He 
‘humerated ‘the decisions taken in 
‘Brussels by the Trade Unionist Com- 
mittee of the Peace Congress, which, 
he sald, “demanded preventive san 
tions against the aggressor and de- 
clared that It was the duty of work- 
fers to refuse manufacturing or trans- 
porting arms and munitions ‘destined 
for powers designated as aggressors.” 

‘M. Jouhaux added that various 
labour ‘organizations affirmed’ under 
thelr own responsibility that "they 
were prepared, in the event of War 
dangers, and Jn ease thelr respec 
tive Governments or the League 
itself proved helpless, "lo apply 
economic sanctions oh thelr own 
Initiative or 10 extend them so as to 
render’ them ellleacious.” A" epoclal 
organization for the co-ordination of 
Such "Labour sanctions” will be 
‘ereated under the auspices of the 
Peace Congress.

Tokyo, Oct. 1. 

A former Minister of Railways was 
under sentence of two years" im- 
prisonment at hard labour here to-day 
as the climax of a seven-year in 
vestigation and trial growing out of 
the notorious railway scandal of 1929.

In addition to the imprisonment, he 
was ordered 10 pay a fine of nearly 
¥.200,000. 

‘The railway scandal was one of 
several such cases of that period and 
was regarded as an exposure of 
political corruption which was wide- 
Spread in Jopan at the time, Sixty 
of the Empire's foremost atiorneys 
were engaged in the case during the 
seven-year court struggle—United 
Press.

Exodus from Chapei District Slows Down: Reduced

‘Tension in the Hongkew area was 
markedly less on October 4, with a| 
further withdrawal of Japanese sene|

decrease In the number of Chinese

In- 
comes from this eategory are collec- 
ted and appropriated by local govern- 
ments and do not go to the central 
treasury, 


Sources Precarious 

It 4s quite clear that the nancial 
sourets of the Central Government 
‘ore all concentrated in coastal ports, 
Dr, Ou continued. For instance, 
Customs revenues, which form. th 
main portion of the major income, 
are collected at treaty ports, and 
consolidated taxes in Industrial cen- 
tres. All these sources, Dr. Ou poln- 
{ed out, are precarious, as the coastal 
Bovls are so easily accessible to an 
alien nation, 

In support of his viewpoint, Dr. 
Ou cited the unprecedented decline 
In Customs revenues in the north as 
4 result of the wholesale smuggling. 
North China, Dr. Ou sald, practically 
hhas been taken away. ‘The vulner~ 
ability of revenue centres to allen 
snnexation and political machinations 
‘a menace to the Central treasury, 
and It must have been for fhis rea:

Mistory of Tax 

‘The proposal to collect income tax 
in China dates back to about 40 
years ago.

0 before the abdication of the 
Jast of the Manchu. emperors, but 
failed for various reasons, Dr, Ou 
sald 

‘On October 1, Dr. Ou sald, some 
parts of the law will come into 
foree, Government employees will 
pay tax on their’ salaries, while In- 
{erest on deposits, bonds and debon- 
{ures will also be taxed. ‘The entire 
law will eome into foree on January.

FOR CHINA 


Shanghal Sanitarium’s 
Possible Venture 


If the éfforts of Dr. H, W. Miller, 
‘medical superintendent of the Shang: 
hal Sanitarium, ond of Mr. William 
H, Malone, air pilot and surgical as- 
‘sistant, are successful, China will soon 
have its rst fully-equipped “fying 
hospital” in the shape of a cabin 
monoplane "which has been re- 
‘modelled to accommodate a stretcher 
aid a medical cupply locker. 

"The aeroplane 1s at present In the 
United States, where it hes been pute 
Ling in good work fying out. trom 
Berdoo Camp, about 110 miles from 
Los Angeles, to the help of men who 
fell sick or were involved in ace 
dents while at work on the Boulder 
Dam ‘and Parker Reservoir, The 
‘aeroplane, a Stinson equipped with a 
165 horse-power Wasp engine, has 
cruising range of 300 miles ‘at 110 
miles an hour, 

‘Permission hes yet to be secured 
from the Chinese Government. to 
bring the aeroplane out to. China 
and operate it here. In the 
course of a year, Dr. Miller. visits 
the various branches of the Sanitar- 
jum Jocated In Mukden, Kalgan, 
Sianfu, Nanning, Yengchen, Tachien- 
Iu, and Manila,” and it cannot be 
denied that an’ aeroplane would en- 
able him {to complete his tours 
much less time. The “Aying hospital’ 
would also be available for emer- 
gency rellet work."

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DISBANDING OF TWO OF OLDEST S.V.C. UNITS 


Council’s Decision on Economy Grounds: Story of 
Field and Light Batteries 


‘Two of the Shanghal Volunteer 
Corps! oldest units, “whose history 
dates back to the Battle of Muddy 


Flat, 1854, are now. to be no more, | them: 


for ‘on tho recommendation of the: 
Watch Committee, the Shanghal 
Munlelpal Couneil” on Oct. 1 un- 
animously approved of the alsband- 
ing of the Corps’ two artillery units, 
namely, the Shanghai Fleld Battery 
and the Shanghal Light Battery. 
Steps will be taken to disband the 
Uinits ag soon os possible, The matter 
first came under the consideration 
of the Watch Committee on Septem- 
ber 21, which body, after reviewing 
all the departmental reports submitted 
In connection with the proposal to 
disband the two units, unanimously 
recommended that they be abolished. 

In arriving at this decislon, two 
main reasons were put forward, The 
first was one of economy. The Light 
Battery has now become an obsolete 
weapon and would have to be re- 
placed. Then there is the compara 
lively rapid deterioration of the shell 
supply; the present stock 1s nearing 
the afo limit, and its replacement 
‘would involve’ a considerable~outlay. 
And, finally, the nearest practice 
camp for the firing of live shelt is 
Hongkong, and the expense involved 
precludes’ the sending of the two 
batteries down there often enough 
for the practice to be of any military 
value. 

‘The second militating reason 
that the specialized training neces- 
sary and the standard of efficiency 
required from both personnel and 
equipment is of such an high order 

for the use of artillery in local d 
fence that It is considered to be 
beyond the scope of a volunteer corps 
operating ina city area, 


“Hard Training” 


Col, F, R, W. Graham corps com-

Battery’ “Recora” 

In 1900, six maxim-guns _ were 
loaned to ‘the Corps by the British 
Government, and were attached 10 
the Artillery, A year or two later, 
however, the Machino-Gun Company 
was ‘formed, and took over these 
weapons. Meanwhile, the nine-pound- 
ers had established’ a “record,” {or 
they were the only guns to have gal- 
oped across country at sham fights, 
tho Battery being led once straight 
from  Slecaivel_ to. Brenan Road, 
fording the Fahwah Creek en route: 
A limber with: two broken wheels 
was left to be recovered the next 
day. 

In 1908, the 15-pounder, a 3-Inch 
un_with elevating and traversing 
Sears and a gun are, supplanted the 
old nine-pounders, and with the ad- 
vent of this gun, the Battery no 
longer hired its ponies for parades. 
No less than thirteen nationalities 
were on the rolls of the company 
at the beginning of the World War, 
with one gun manned by an almost 
all-German ‘crew, There was a 
‘marked tendeney on the part of mem| 
to gravitate to national’ units, and 
tho Battery completed its establish- 
ment with men of British nation 
ality. 

Tn 1921, afler sixteen years of 
service, the 15-pounders were. re- 
placed’ by tho 45-inch quick-fring 
howitzer, with a range of four miles, 
and firing a 35-pound shell. These 
funs, again Joaned to the S.V.C. by 
the British Government, were built 
in 1918 and saw sorvice, as testidied 
by ‘thelr perforated and. clipped 
shields, in France that year, As the 
“North-China Dally News" wrote at 
the time:—"They are, therefore, the 
latest model and that they are

‘This period, however, while 
marked the zenith of the Batter 
history, also proved to be the bogin- 
ning of 1ts end. ‘The personnel and

of the artillery in “times of trouble. 
In 1027, the Battery was mobilized, 
with the other units, during the 
Northern Expedition, and was billeted 
in the grounds of the old Cathedral 
School for Boys, School-work con- 
tinued, despite the presence of the 
‘men th khaki and thelr gleaming 
Weapons of war, but during the 
erlods of recreation they were sur- 
Founded by the cager boys, who 
Ustened intently while a kindly Cor- 
poral explained “Just how” the guns 
were aimed and fired. 

In 1992, during the Sino-Japanese 
trouble, the Field Artillery was mo- 
billzed ‘for the last time, though {ow 
knew it then, when It ‘wag Dilleted 
‘on the Race Course together with the 
Armoured Car Company, by a coin- 
cldence.

A quarter of a century ago, there 
Janded in Shanghai a pioneer in the 
ale of modern pharmaceutical pro- 
duets, who since that time has seen 
fn ehormous growth in the umber 
of “forelgn-trained physicians in 
China, and therefore inthe demand 
for Western medicine, He la Mr. F. Le 
Robbins, now senlor representative of 
fMessrs. Parke, Davis & Co. in China, 
‘but then the’ sole ropresentative of 
the company in this country, Mr. 
Robbins has been in a position to see 
with his own eyes the advance which 
China has made in the past quarter 
of a century, as up to five years 
he had been making regular trips all 
over China, and had been to every 
part except Thibet and Mongolia. 
Mr, Robbins had some interesting 
things o say about tho spread of 
Western medicines throughout, the 
larger towns and. cities “in. China 
during an interview with the *North- 
China Heral@” on Oct. 1. When 
he first came out here’ from New 
England, there was practically no 
business’ in pharmaceutical products 
In China, and. Mr. Robbing was 
responsible for introducing his srm's 
products into the country. Three 
‘weeks after his arrival, Mr. Robbins 
farted off on his frst trip, to Peking 
‘and ‘Tientsin. “The products were 
Introduced to the various towns and 
cities in the interior by contact with 
foreign-trained Chinese physicians, 
whose number at that time was very 
Even the, proeent number of 
foreign-trained physicians in China, 
amounting to a few thousands, is small 
compared with the needs” of the 
people, 





























Barly Dimeulties 
Ono of the principal dificulties at 
first was the translator, himselt a 
Chinese physician. His ‘services are 
specially valuable ‘as it is very often 
necessary for the company to coin 
special words for new preparations. 
‘The present 
company is to 
trained doctors: in China a monthly 
Pamphtet relating to pharmaceutical 
products, this being printed in Eng- 
ish for those who understand the 
Ianguage, otherwise being translated 
into Chinese. Representatives of 
‘Andersen, Meyer & Co, who distri- 
buto the ‘products of Parke, Davis & 
Co, later call upon these physicians, 
and introduce the new medicines to 
them. 

‘The spread of Western medicine 
in China has been accomplished. 
to a great extent by the exten- 
sion. of medical schools all over 
the country, When Mr. Rbobins first 
arrived out here, there were very 
few such schools in existence, and 
the only sources of information ‘as to 
Western medicine were the medical 
missionaries, ‘The spread of this 
Knowledge has been confined prin- 
cipally o the towns and cities in 
China, while the villages still keep 
to thelr primitive medicines, consist- 
‘ng mostly of herbs, and a few strange 
articles such as tigers’ claws. Al- 
though the advent of Western medi- 
‘eine to the towns and cities has meant 
that the villages have also gleaned a 
certain amount of information about 
it, the typical Chinese farmer is 
slow to change from the customs of 
centuries, and it will be a very long 
time before Western medicines are 
introduced into the villages. The Chi- 
nese peasant prefers to consult a 
doctor” trained in the traditional 
Chinese method, and then to go to 
the little village pharmacy and pur- 
chase the herbal cure ordered by his 
practitioner.

In travels up and 
down the country, Mr. Robbins has 
noticed the. great change which is 
taking place in practically every 
town and city. ‘Tho streets have been, 
broadened, electric lighting has been, 
Installed, ‘modern shep-tronts have 
faken the place of the open frontages 
Of the old days, and up-to-date water 
systems have been introduced, 

Streets where formerly there. was 
hardly room for a couple of rick= 
shaws to pass have now been wid- 
‘ened to take the ears and motor buses 
which have replaced older methods 
of transport, The greatest progress, 
declared Mr. Robbins, had been made 
during. the past ton or twelve years, 
And steadily together with the pro- 
ress made in other directions the 
knowledge of Western medicine has 
‘advanced, spreading into the interior, 
embracing cities and towns, and wid- 
ening its influence as more and more 
foreign-trained doctors have returned 
with the new ideas of the West, 
learnt in Britain, France, Germany,

According to the Finance Minister 
detailed regulations governing the 
enforcement of the income tax are 
‘based oa taose already enforced in 
England, France, and the United 
‘States, ‘A foreigner whose term of 
domicile in China is less than one 
year, and whose income docs not 
come from this country, is exempted 
from the tax. Dr. Kung added that 
this is only applicable to forelgs 
nationals whose governments accord 
the same treatment to Chinese resir- 
ing within their boundaries. 

‘As to overseas Chinese, Dr. Kung 
revealed that they are not required 
to pay the income tax to the Chinese 
government. since they are paying 
Income levy to foreign governments 
under which they receive protection 

‘Appealing to” all Chinese tax- 
payers to pledge their support to the 
new tax, the Finance Minister 
Drought out the signiteunce of in- 
troducing the direct levy in ‘China 
from the standpoint of national 
salvation. At the present junctura, 
‘when the world is getting more un- 
settled than ever, he said, the Chi- 
nese Government would be at a loss 
fo raise necessary revenue, should she 
find herself in emergency. Tt is im~ 
erative therefore that China should 
Adopt the flexible taxation system in 
order to nurture thé economic 
strength of her people and to ro- 
adjust her nancial resource: 

‘Now that China is finding herself 
in acute national 
Quisite to national 
make all necessary preparations, 
that the financial foundation of’ the 
country may be firmly established. 

‘As the present indirect taxation 
system stands, continued Dr. Kung, 
‘there is already felt an acute lack 
of adequate revenue to meet the 
ordinary expenditures. How precar- 
fous the situation will be, should 
such an emergency arise, is only too 
obvious since 90 per cent. of the na- 
tional revenue comes from Customs 
dutios, the salt ax and the con- 
solidated tax, Dr. Kung revealed. 

Dr. Kung stressed the flexibility of 
the income tax. In ordinary times, 
he said, the income tax rates may be 
lowered, But in case of national 
crisis the reles may be raised so as to 
meet the emergency expenditures. 

‘Dr. Kung concluded by stating that 
in introducing the income tax, the 
goverment has borne three rine 
ciples in mind: first, to make the col- 
lection and assessment procedures as 
simple and as suitable to Chinese 
conditioas as possible; secondly, 10 
pave the way for the reformation of 
the existing taxation system and to 
open up desirable revenue resources

More Suggestions

Sm—With reference to Racixe 
Entnvstast's letter of September 29, 
‘one of the greatost annoyances is the 
system used on the number board. 

To the easual race-goer who does 
not know ‘well the colours or the 
Pontes, it is a labour of love to tick 
‘off in one’s race book the starters 
for any one race. One has to hunt 
hhere and there over sometimes two 
‘and a half pages of entries, until if 
the number of starters Is large, it is 
simply not worth the trouble and 
fone goes to the front of the Stand 
fo wateh the race not knowing who 
half the starters are. 

‘Why the usual system at any Race 
Meeting, Professional, Skye or 
Gymkhana that I have ‘ever attended 
OF ridden at cannot be followed here, 
I cannot conceive, except perhaps it 
‘may cause the welghing room officials 
an alteration in system. 

‘The usual system is to number in 
the book ponies entered for each 
race, from 1 upwards consecutively, 
‘The first figure on the number board 
corresponds with the number against 
the pony in the book. ‘The race-goer 
Jooks at the board and sees Nos. 1, 
3, 6, 7, 8, 12 and 13 are going. “He 
merely’ puts a tick against these 
numbers in his book and he has the 
starters. Give what information you 
Uke on the beard in addition, but 
for convenience the number on the 
board which corresponds with the 
number in. the book and the number 
fon the saddie cloth, is essential. 

‘There would appear to be no difti- 
culty from an owner, Jockey or clerk 
fof the scales point of view. The 
cleric of the seales has the race book 
fat the scales. ‘The Jockey also has 
the race book and sees that the pony 
he is riding is No. 10. He picks out 
‘No. 10 saddle cloth and when he 
‘goes to weigh out, he says “Welghing 
out for No. 10, &c, &e, The clerk 
of the scales ticks Kim off—"No, 10, 
ele, correct 

ny local rule as to declaration of 
starters should not cause delay. In 
getting the numbers up on the board, 
for presumably starters and jockeys 
hhave to be declared at least half an 
hour before the race. Therefore both 
the clerk of the seales and the offictal 
{in charge of the number board know 
beforehand what the slarters and 
therefore the numbers can go up be- 
fore the Field actually passes the 
seales. 

‘Another point which might be con- 
sidered is the weight,” To do any 
ood here you have to go to scale at 
hot more than 155Ib. Why make the 
welght so low? ‘To say that It will 
do the China pony harm to raise the 
seale of weights, so that it Is within 
the compass of the decently grown 
‘and developed young man to com- 
pele, is absurd. ‘The China pony 
comes to little ‘harm with a great

T must say that in trying to solve 
the so-called traMe problem T think 
the police are beginning at the wrong 
fend, and it fs my opinion that If they 
‘were to concentrate on the rickshaws 
and hand-carts the motor-car trate 
would be able to look after {tself for 
some time to come without the need 
for further rules and regulations, 

‘The almost total elimination of the 
rickshaw In Japan was no problem at 
all, It could not compete with the 
‘cheap taxi, tn Shanghal, when a 
company applied to the Council for 
permission to put cheap cara on the 
Foads, a scheme which would have 
‘automatically solved the rickshaw 
problem. it was turned down, What 
is behind the Council's refusal no one 
seems to know. 

‘As to the number of rickshaws be- 
Sng In excess of what [x required, 
should put it at nearly 80 per cent. 
‘One has only to walk along the Bund 
from Edward VII {othe Public 
Garden ond one will be accosted any- 
thing from a dozen to twonty time 
and at the same time note the num= 
ber of rickshaws plying for hire in 
this short distance, many of them 
parked and others’ walking slowly, 
which is about the same thing. One 
‘will find there are 50 or 60 of them, 
not counting those on the water-slde. 
Tt seems to me that a five per cont, 
reduction would make no appreciable 
difference.

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BRITAIN'S RE-ARMAMENT TO CONTINUE 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s Strong Defence of Policy: 
Desire to Preserve Peace Only 


R. A. F. AS MOST FORMIDABLE DETERRENT TO WAR 


London, Oct. 2. 


TT i British Government intended proceeding with its re-arma- 
ment plans, whatever the opposition might be, declared Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Exchequer, in a lengthy. 
address to-day before the Conservative Party Congress at Margate. 

No one, he said, could pretend that the British Government 
had not given disarmament a fair chance, both by precept and 


practice, “but, since no one else 





followed our example, we should 


have failed in our duty if we had not taken steps to repair our| 


deficiencies.” 


‘When the re-armament programme is completed,” Mr. 


Chamberlain proceeded, “we 





shall once more have a Navy 


adequate to protect vital lines of communications, an Army 
trifling in numbers compared with the vast conscript armies 


and mechanical devices; 


on the Continent but equipped with the most modern weapons 
‘and an Air Force which, in speed, 


range, power of machine, quality and personnel, will be second 


to none. 

‘The development of aviation, he 
sald, had to some extent deprived 
Britain of her Insular position, and 
‘the possibilities of what a war might 
‘mean to her clvillan population were 
‘very present in “the Government 
minds. 

“Bui,” he continued, “iet us not 
Jorget that those posstbillifes are even 
‘more present to the minds of other 
nations. I. can imagine mo more 
sobering thought to any ruler who 
might "be oontemplating aggression 
‘against a neighbour than the know- 
Jedge that, within a few hours, his 
action might be followed by retalia 
tor from a force of such terrife 

> striking power as our new alr force 
will possess, 
“I vegard our alr force as the 

‘most formidable detorrent to war 

that could be. devised, I support 

its establishment with greater con- 
vietion and enthusiasm, : because 
everyone knows that it will never 
be sed to make an unprovoked 
attack against any other country.” 
League Not Abandoned 
+ Let no one suppose that the Gov- 
einment’s armament programme im- 
plies our abandonment of the League 
of Nations, or of the idea of collective 
security which the League is intend 
ed to provide.” 

“Nothing in the recent history of 

Soclalist opposition” he went on, 
as been more disastrous fo its re- 
putation than the equivocal attitude 
fon the vital subject of defence, For 
our part we shall proceed with our 
plans. whatever the Opposition may 


fay, 
‘ii. Chamberlain emphasized, that 
tho main purpose and desire of the 
Government. was the, preservation of 
peace. "They ‘covoted noone lse's 
Xerritory and had no wish to tnter- 
fore In the internal affairs of any 
other ‘nations. Indeed, the dangers 
ot intervention could not more for- 
clbly be ilustrated than by the ro- 
ent Ineldents in connection with the 
Geplorable struggle in Spain. 


‘Tribute to M, Blum 

But for the, courageous snitlative 
of M. Leon Blum, the French Pre- 
mier, supported by the British Gov- 
‘ernment, all Europe might have been 
@rawn Into opposing camps. 

Me Chancellor welcomed the 
establishment of the International 
Committee in London, to which Por 
tugal had now adhered, to supervise 
the agreed polley of non-intervention, 

In the opinion of the British Gov- 
ernment, he declared, the prospects 
of peace would be materially streng- 
thened by the formation of regional 
pacts within the Government of the 
League, under which known storm 
‘centres could be made the subject of 
mutual assurances by the nations 
vitally concerned. 

‘The Government intended to try 
to negotlate a pact in rospect of 
western Europe. 














Impartial Matters 

Referring to Imperial matters, he 
‘sald that whatever diMeulties may 
have arisen over the interpretation 
of the Ottawa Agreements, they had 
provided a new. starting point for 
the exchange of respective view- 
points. 

He could not remember any period 
when harmony between the Dominion 
Governments and Great Britain in 
all ‘matters of common interest, for- 
eign policy, defence and trade had 
been so complete as during the four 
years since the conclusion of the Ot- 
‘awa’ Agreements. 

‘Mr, Cramberlain then informed the 
Conference that the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin, had every ex: 
pectation that, by the time Parlia- 








ment re-assembled, he would be fully 
able to cope with the heavy tasks 
then confronting him, 


Diplomats’ Duties “Usurped” 
‘Mr. Chamberlain paid a high tribute 
fo the Prime Minister and sald, “The 
lime has fortunately not yet ai 
fo make the final appraisal 
Baldwin's long and eminent services 
to his party and his country.” 
Before the meeting adjourned, a 
resolution was passed urging tne 
Government, in the interests of 
world peace. to reverse its polley 
under which foreign secretaries usurp 
the dutles of trained ambassadors. 
‘The mover of the resolution (Mr, 
‘Vincent Clarke) deprecated a For- 
elm Secretary going abroad to deal 
with International subjects. He 
emphasized that the resolution was 
hno reflection on Mr, Anthony Eden, 
who was, he ald, doing a Herculean 
ask, 
He merely wished to warn the 
country against the danger of a pro- 
lure, whereby the work of diplo- 
mats was replaced by spectacular 
trips and conversations, Involving 
decisions, “whose promptness Jeon

London, Oct. 4. 


OLLOWING his formal installation as supreme Nationalist 
leader, General Francisco Franco is. reported to have estab- 
lished new headquarters at Talavera, 45 miles frpm Toledo, where 


he is rapidly assembling troops 


to attack Madrid. According to

BRITISH FLIER SETS UP A 
NEW ALTITUDE MARK 


London, Sept. 30. 

A new world altitude record of 
49,967 ft. or nearly 9% miles, has 
been established by the British alr 

jquadron-Leader F. B.D. Swain, 
smber of “the experimental see- 
ion of the Royal alreraft establish- 
ment at Farnborough. 


‘The previous record was 48,008 
feet, established six weeks ago by 
the ‘French aviator, M. ‘Detre. 

‘Tho Might was made in a Royal Air 
Force experimental high altitude 
machine—a Bristol 138 with a special 
Pegasus engine—and was observed 
by an oficial representative of the 
Royal Aero Club, 

‘The machiae took off from the 
‘aerodrome at Farnborough and land~ 
ced at Netheravon, in Wiltshire, 3 hr. 
20 min, later. 

How his life was probably saved 
by a knife with whieh he slit open 
his flying suit when rapidly becom- 
‘ng weak from the high altitude, was 
deseribed by Squadron-Leader Swain 
after his thrilling Might. 


England Very Minute 

He said he climbed in a series of 
wide circles until he estimated that 
he had reached a height of about 
46,000 ft. and had petrol for only 
‘on hour's ‘more fying. 

Looking down from this great 
height, Swain declared, the light was 
‘almost dazzling, but, looking up, the 
sky was of the deepest blue, in’ fact 
almost black. 

Below, he could see the whole 
English ’ coast-line from Margate to 
Land's End, and had the impression 
that England was a very minute 
country. 

‘Thon ‘the pressure of the sult he 
was wearing began to cause dis- 
comfort, and he had difficulty in mov- 
ing his’ arms and legs. There were 
slight symptoms of “cramp in his 
Fight arm, but he had no dimieulty 
Jn breathing. 

When he reached 51,000 ft, the 
sirman found he could not climb 
higher and decided to call it a day. 
He began to glide. 

‘The window of his glass helmet 
‘was then covered with haze, and the 
windows of his cabin were ‘obscured 
by frost. He was unable to see 
anything, even to read his compass. 


Release Lever Falls to Function 


Shortly afterwards, he had a feel- 
ing of suffocation, and gradually grow 
weaker. He pressed the release lever 
to open the cover of the cockpit, but 
it did not function. 

‘He next tried the zip-cord in order 
to get his head clear of the helmet, 
but could not find it. Meanwhile, 
he_was getting steadily ‘weaker.

President Roosevelt on the other 
hand belioves that there exists a 
large class of underprivileged in the 
land who ean only be helped anda 
smaller class of privileged who can 
only be curbed by a strong Federal 
Government, President Roosevelt be- 
eves in more, Governor Landon in| 
less Government. When President 
Roosevelt talks of Government he is 
thinking of the abstract conception. 
Kovernment in the sense of control 
and regulation. When Governor | 
Landon ‘speaks of government he is, 
thinking more of the actual people 
who compose it—average men and 
‘women—some appointed as a political 
reward, some by competitive examina- 
tion, but all taking a toll from the 
general production of the rest of the 
country.” This docs not mean. that| 
Governor Landon believes in allow- 
ing big business to run riot. He 
believes in Government regulation.

AUSTRALIAN TRADE RECOVERY - 


Remarkable Phase of Economic and Industrial Growth: 
Psychological Reaction 


‘Prost Our Own Comesroxnerr 


Melbourne, Sopt. 1. 

Despite the adverse effects of the 
Japanese trade reprisals Australia 
‘appears to be entering a phase of 
remarkable economic activity and 
consequent prosperity. Secondary In- 
dustries are expanding, wholesale 
and retail trade has been unusually 
brisk in most of the capital cities 
and the prospects of the staple pri- 
mary industries are brighter than they 
have been for several years. Above 
all, there has been a psychological 
reaction of incaleulable "value, and 
people have ceased to think to torms 
‘of recovery from the economic de- 
pression, and are now considering 
renewed prosperity as a sim of 
national progress and development. 

‘When the new Empire tariff pro- 
voked retaliation by Japan a few 
months ogo, it was feared that Aus- 
tralian primary producers would 
sulfer severely. Japanese buying had 
been w decisive factor in sustaining. 
the price of Australian wool for some 
years and the withdrawal of such 
Valuable competition caused con- 
siderable anxlety. “However, the first 
of the series of wool sales for this 
seazon opened in Sydney yesterday 
with a keen demand and. average 
prices as high as for the opening 
sales of last year. Japanese buyers 
allended the sales as observers, but 
did not tid. It is generally agreed 
that with their partleipation prices 
would have been at least ten per 
cent. higher, but it is equally obvious 
that thelr abstention is now unlikely 
fo have as serlous effects os was 
anticipated. 


Probable Boycott Failure 

In view of the probable fallure of 
Japan's virtual boycott of Australian 
‘wool, a trade agreement based on 
the new Australian tariff now seems 
only 2 matter of time. Japanese 
factories are equipped with’ machin- 
ery adapted to Australian wool and 
diversion ot purchases .to South 
‘Africa or South America’ would be 
costly to Japen and might handicap 
hor trade in international markets 
It fs consequently regarded as signi- 
ficant that conversations have been 
resumed belween the Minister for 
‘Trat'e Treaties (Sir Henry Gullett) 
and the Japanese Consul-General 
(fr, Marai) this week. 

Even more gratifying than the 
firmness of the wool market has 
‘been the Increase in the price of 
wheat. For several years the wheat 
industry has been in a parlous state. 
Despite good harvests the Govern- 
‘ment has been obliged to. subsidiz> 
the industry and even so thousands 
of farmers are hopelessly in debt. 
‘Anaravation of the position was 
threatenet by a drought in the wheat 
areas of Victoria and southern New 
South Weles this season and sowing 
was delayed, Bountiful rains at a 
providential moment entirely changed 
the outlook. A splendid harvest is 
forecast, and following the drought 
in Canada and the United States 
wheat prices in Australian markets 
soared to the highest levels attained 
for six years. 

For reasons that are dimicult to 
analyze trode and industry are also 
expanding rapidly. In the capital 
cities, the June-August period usual- 
ly brings a slump in wholesale ond 
retail trode, but this year many 
traders have done so well that they 
are beginning to wonder whether 
such activity can be maintained 
through what is normally the most 
prosperous period of the year. 

Unempleyment has decreased, and 
Governments which have claimed the 
credit for Improvement in economic 
conditiogs are finding it extremely 
dificult to deny the always insistent 
demands for reduction of taxation. 

Premiers in Conference 


In recent years the periodic con- 
ferences of the Premiers of | the 
various States and the Prime Ministe: 
of the Commonwealth have assumed 
increasing importance. ‘These con- 
ferences are not part of the con- 
stitulional machinery of the nation, 
but afford an opportunity for dis- 
cussion of matters of interest to the 
various Governments, At the last 
conference, held in Adelaide, the 
Premiers were confronted with issues 
of unusual diMculty. An adverse de- 
cision by the Privy Council has (as 
I explained last month) invalidated 
the Commonwealth's marketing regu- 
lations, ond in Adelaide the Prime 
Minister sought tho co-operation of 
the State Governments in support of 
‘a referendum to amend. Section 92 
of the Constitution. As this would 
increase the powers of the Common- 
‘wealth in other respects as well as 
‘enable it to coutrol marketing effec- 
tively, the smaller Slates, always 
jealous of such encroachment, urged 




















‘the Commonwealth to use Its excise 
powers to meet the diftculty. 
‘Abuse of Exclse Powers Possible 
Under this arrangement, the Com- 
monwealth would Impose an excise 
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duty on production, and distribute 
the proceeds in the form of @ bounty 
on exports. ‘This, the Commonwealth 
claimed, would be an abuse of its 
excise ‘powers. However, as the 
‘Commonwealth Is unwilling to: spon. 
sor a referendum without the un= 
‘animous approval of the States, the 
deadlock remains. ‘The conference 
revealed only the irreconellabllity of 
the conflicting points of view, and in 
the middle of a somewhat acrimon!- 
ous debate the Premier of South 
Australia (Mr. Butler). walked out 
‘and rejected all overtures to return. 

Although the States differed among 
themselves on the referendum Issue, 
they were in agreement in tholt 
criticism of the Commonivealth's 
monopoly of several most profitable 
elds of taxation. In the matter of 
tax gathering the Commonwealth has 
been resourceful, and for several 
yeats it has been raising revenues 
beyond ite own requirements, and 
distributing its surplus between the 
States, This is widely condemned. 
Theorists maintain that the authority 
which sperds the money should also 
have to justify the tax that ralses 
the revenue, but it must be admitted, 
the States are actuated by the more 
practical consideration that the pres: 
ent arrangement places them in the 
humiliating position of medicants 
dependent’ on the Commonwealth's 
‘munificenes. 


‘Stir in the Navy

Some interest has been roused in 
the suggestion by Mr. Hawker that 
‘Australia should encouraze the devel- 
‘opment of a woollen industry in 
China, where it is realized the poten- 
tial market is enormous, Mr. Pang, a 
well-known Chinese businessman, has 
disclosed that he visited China in 
1930 to promote such an enterpriso, 
but, owing to the depression, | the 
necessary capital was not available. 
He now suggests that the time Is 
ripe for reeumption of negotiations, 
‘and expresses the opinfon that Aus 
tralian copital should be made avail. 
able for the purpose. 

Tn view of the profit Japan has 
derived from the manufacture of 
Australian wool, the scheme cortainly 
‘does appear to offer China scope for 
new industrial development and in- 
creasing trode with this country, but 
the investment of Australlan capital 
would be contrary to the whole trend 
of national economic policy at the 
present time, Every effort is being 
devoted to expanding our own manu 
factares to provide an assured home 
market for primary products and 
Australia is likely to remain an im= 
porter, ao! an exporter, of capital for 
many ‘years to come. ‘If, however, 
2 woollen industry were developed 
in China it would certainly be wel- 
comed by Australia, not merely as 
fan additional market for our Wool, 
but as another link with a nation 
with whom our trade relations are 
especially harmonious,

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INCONSEQUENCES 
By Lareator 


‘Summing-up the position in Spain, 
many people make the fundamental 
error of forgetting that the present 
disorder is not purely the product 
of modern political dissension. 
Behind the warring factions are 
traditions going back into the cen- 
{uries, “Some people hastily assume 
that the insurgents are moinly 
Fascists and, possibly, Monarchists. 
‘This again is incorrect, Many of 
the insurgent leaders ure Re- 
publicans and very few of them are 
Fascists. It is execedingly doubtful 
whether Fascism would emerge if 
the insurgents were successful, 
although the régime would neces- 
sarily be dependent on a strong’ 
Fascist backing. It is even more 
improbable that there would be any 
attempt to bring back the house of 
Bourbon, for the little group of 
Monarchists are not even united 
among themselves, and some of 
them would look to the revival of 
monatehy in another dynastic form. 

Exactly 100 years ago Spain was 
torn by what was then known as 

On the death of 
in September 1833, 
Isabella II was proclaimed Queen, 
with her mother, Marla Christina 
as Regent. ‘The Queen herselt was 
soven years old. ‘The decision to 
make “Maria ‘Christina Regent 
‘aroused the hostility of the con- 
servatives who objected to her 
liberal tendencies and were ex- 
tremely reactionary in thelr views. 
‘The Carlists demanded the restora- 
tion of the Inquisition and en- 
deavoured to set up a Supreme 
Junta which would release the 
monarchy from the influence of 
liberals. Support came for the 
Caxhsts from the mountaineers of 
Navarre, Aragon, Catalonia and 
Valencia, who were strongly con- 
servative and clerical. 
"During the period of Christina's 
regency, an attempt was made by 
her ministers to carry out liberal 
yeforms, and in 1836 this liberal 
policy was expanded into radicalism 
and mote extensive reforms under 
the influence of the Mendisabal 
ministry. ‘The French xovernment 
had previously been tolerant to- 
‘wards the Carlists, and the British 
Cabinet was strongly in sympathy 
with Mendisabal, who had been 
educated in England, 

In the confusion caused by this 
curious combination of political in- 
fluences, Mendisabal’s ministry fell, 
and the’ Cortes, progressive in sym= 
pathies, was dissolved, the Queen 
Regent issuing a proclamation 
vehemently attacking her former 
Prine Minister. ‘This brought 
about an insurrection, which in 
August 1836 involved all that part 
of Spain which was not dominated 
by the Carlists, and certain military 
units, led by two sergeants, com- 
pelled the Queen Regent to order 
the proclamation of the Code of| 
Cadiz on August 13, thus marking 
the ond of the first phase of a state 
of anarchy which had prevailed 
sineg the fall of | Mendisubal’s 
minisiry in May, ‘The moderates, 
whose influence at court had caused 
the revolution, ascribed the blame 
for that upheaval to British in~ 
trigues, and here comes a second 
link between the revolution in 
Spain to-day and the Carlist War 
of a century ago. 

‘The French government was 
divided on the issue, in that Thiers, 
the chief minister of France, had 
given his consent, in August 1836, 
for a French army to enter Spain, 
wheieas the King, without consult- 
ing his minister, publicly issued a 
denial of any such plan, and de- 
manded the dismissal of the recruits 
assembled at the foot of the 
Pyrenees. This exercise of the 
royal veto brought down the Thiers 
ministry. 














In England, Lord Palmerston was 
strongly accused by his opponents 
of desiring intervention. In both 
Houces of Parliament it was agreed 
that the civil war in Spain was 
being conducted with equal ferocity 


two. One member dismissed them 
both as “tigers and hyenas.” ‘The 
Duke of Wellington, who could| 
claim personal knowledge of the| 
country, tried to establish an agree- 
‘ment for the exchange of prisoners 
in order to avert wholesale mas- 
sacre. Sir Robert Peel, in criticiz~ 
ing Lord Palmerston’s polley, used 
language which, as Mr. E. L. Wood 
ward, in writing recently to “The 
“Timer,” pointed out, might almost| 
be considered topical to-day: 

If it, Ginterterence) was to be 
Justified because we had an interest 
‘that a free government should. be 
established in Spain, a similar 
allegation might’ be made by the 
despotic Governments of the Con- 
tinent as) their justification for 
checking the growth of  nascent| 
freedom in any of the States in 
thelr vicinity. Prussia or Austria, 
for instance, might allege: “Our 
interests are opposed tothe 
cstablishment of democracy, or {0 
the maintenance of popular govern- 
ment, in the neighbourhood of our 
territories, and on the same prin- 
ciples on which England, possessing 
‘popular Government and a free 
‘constitution, has interfered in Spain 
to procure ‘the establishment of 
similar political system in that 
country, do we justity ourselves in 
promoting a system of despotism, 
and In erushing the first attempts 
fo establish a just and rational 
Uberty.” 








Sir Robert Peel's criticism could 
be rebutted, for the “despotic gov- 
ernments” to which he referred had 
already interfered in other quarters 
of Europe and were encouraging 
and supplying with money the 
Spanish rebels. Only fear of Great 
Britain and France prevented them 
from going further, and whatever | 
Sir Robert Peel may have thought, 
there were others who held that 
Lord Palmerston’s policy in the 
Peninsula did much to save the 
[cause of constitutionalism in Europe. 
Professor C. K, Webster was quick 
to point this out to “The Times” 
when Mr. Woodward's letter ap- 
peared. Palmerston, he considered, 
saved Spain from the despotic rule 
of Miguel and Carlos, and the 
British armed forces took part in 
the Spanish civil war on the con- 
stitutional side, the only time when 
such official action was taken in a 
civil war. 











Sir Robert Peel's attitude was, no: 
doubt, based on principles which 
had "been laid down by Lord 
Castlereagh in 1820: 

‘The present state of Spain, no 
doubt, seriously extends the range 
of political agitation in Europe, but 
it must nevertheless be admitted 
that there is no portion of Europe 
of equal magnitude, in which such 
4 revolution could have happened, 
loss likely to menace other States 
with that direct and immediate 
danger which has always been ro- 
garded, at least in this country, as 
‘lone constituting the case. which 
would justify external Interference. 

It the semblance of such en in- 
tervention is more likely to ir- 
ritate than to overawe, is it not 
prudent at least to pause before we 
assume on attitude which would 
seem to pledge us in tho eyes of 
Europe to some decisive proceed: 
ing 

Unless we are prepared to sup- 
port our interference by foree, our 
Judgment or advice is likely to be 
but rarely listened 10, and would 
by repetition soon fall into con- 
tempt. 

‘There is, of course, no question of 
interferenco in the present situation 
in Spain, in fact both the British 
‘and French Governments have been 
strenuously concerned to bind all 
‘countries to a policy of abstention. 














‘The Catlists continued to main 
tain the war in the north after the 
proclamation of the Code of Uadiz, 
‘and in Valencia they were led by 
Ramon Cabrera, who won for him- 
self on unsavoury reputation by his 
cruelly to his prisoners in Aragon. 
His ferocity evoked no less fierce 
reprisals, including the shooting of 
his mother by the supporters of 


Queen Isabella. 


Cabrera had originally been in- 
tended for the Church, but the staff 
at the seminary of ‘Tortosa found 
him completely undisciplined and| 
negligent in his work. He actually’ 
took minor orders, but his bishop 
refused to ordain him, telling him 
that the army and not the Church

was his proper destiny. Cabrera 
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‘was not on the side of the reigning 
dynasty, and after the death of 
‘Ferdinand VIL he took such part in 
Carlist conspiracies as compelled 
the authorities to exile him. He 
succeeded, however, in evading 
‘their vigilance and joined the forces 
of the Pretender, Don Carlos at 
Morella. ‘The qualities which had 
30 shattered his prospects in the 
Chureh brought him rapidly to the 
front of the Carlist chiefs, and his 
raids in Catalonia, Aragon and. 
Valencia were brilliantly successful. 
Indeed, had he not been so intensely 
‘cruel and entirely oblivious of the| 
sanctity of pledges, he would have 
deserved high honour. 

When the Queen's generals had 
seized his mother as a hostage, 
Cabrera provocatively shot several 
mayors and officers in his custody; 
and the royalist general, Nogueras, 
not to be outdone in ferocity, bad a. 
lady in his charge shot.” This 
started Cabrera on a policy of| 
systematic reprisals on so merciless 
‘a scale that he won the unenviable| 
nickoame of “The Tiger of the 
‘Maeztrazgo.” _ It is recorded that} 
he shot 1,110 prisoners of war, 100 
officers and many civilians, includ~ 
ing the wives of four leading 
royalists, in order to avenge his| 
mother.’ After the submission of| 
the Carlists of the north-western| 
provinces, a thousand of them being| 
allowed to retain their rank and| 
titles, Cabrera held out in central] 
Spain for nearly a year, and it was| 
not until July 1840 that he was| 
driven across the frontier into| 
French territory. ‘The French gov-| 
ernment kept him in prison for a| 
time and then allowed him to go! 
to England, where he quarrelled| 
with the Pretender, Don Carlos. 
Eight years later he reappeared in. 
Catalonia at the head of his raid~ 
ing bands, but they were soon dis- 
persed and he again fled to France. 
Eventually becoming _ estrenged 
from the Carlist chiefs, he took up 
his residence in England and mar- 
ried an English lady. In the end 
his disgust with the Carlist: in- 
duced him to do allegiance to the 
restored monarchy of Alfonso XII, 
‘who repaid him by confirming him| 
in the rank of Captain-General and | 
the title of Count Morelia, origins 
ly bestowed on him by’ the first 
Pretender. 

















When Cabrera died in 1977 he 
hhad no friends, his former Corlist 
comrades regarded him with con- 
tempt, and his new colleagues were| 
‘of the opinion that his disloyalty to 
Don Carlos had been more hazmtul 
to him than beneficial to the new 
régime. His widow, in 1898, re- 
nounced a pension which’ the 
Spanish government had granted, 
to help the national treasury after 
the loss of the American cotonies, 

Cabrera's exploits show clearly 
that the forces at work in Spain 
to-day have their parallel in the 
civil war of 100 years ago, and it 
is recognized that very’ many 
atrocities have been committed on 
oth sides, the rebels having at 
present the dubious honour of sur- 
passing their opponents by the 
wholesale massacre of 2,000 loyalist 
prisoners at the capture of Badajos. 
Unfortunately there is no reason to 
think that this gruesome record 
‘cannot be beaten in the course of 
‘what promises to be a still longer 
struggle. 

Another Carlist general, ‘Gomez, 
raided the two  Castiles and 
‘Andalusia without decisive results. 
But General Espartero, who proved 
himself to be one of the outstand- 
ing leaders in the campaign on the 
side of the Regency, relieved Bilbao, 
then suffering its second siege, by 
a brilliant victory. It was at Bilbao 
that the British Legion fought on 
behalf of the Queen Regent's gov- 
ernment, and, incidentally, from 
the British exchequer £540,600 was 
sent to Spain for military expenses. 

‘A ‘now progressive government) 
was set up under Calatrava, and it! 
provided a new constitution on 
which the influence of the English 
Reform Bill of 1832 was to be dis- 
cerned. The Carlist War actually’ 
came to an end in June 1840, when 
Cabrera, having been heavily 
defeated on several occasions, was!

Shanghai Chinese industrial under- 
takings have the opportunity to see 
themselves very clearly “in the 
statistical analysis and the deductions 
whieh Dr. D, K. Liew has made in 
the volume under ‘review. “He has 
traced the origins through a meticus 
ous survey of the changes in owner 
ship and ‘organization of the early 
Pioneers in each Industry, adding 
thereby an intimate touch to’ the Im= 
personal figures found elsewhere in 
the text, “It is interesting to know 
‘now some of the present well-known 
enterprises came into being and to 
trace their history. He has analysed 
the salient features of Shanghal Chi- 
nese industry almost ruthlessly in 
his frank facing of the weaknesses he 
ebserves. He has. shown’ recent 
trends in industrial developments and 
hhas examined the labour and. social 
‘aspects of industrialization. ‘The 
total is a worth while result. 

Tt would seem that, arising out of 
fan initial grant from the Institute of 
Pacifle Relations tothe Chinese 
Economie Society to make a study 
‘of Shanghai industrialization, one of 
the results has been, not only the 
publication of the bool under review, 
but the organization of a permanent 
body of research known as the China 
Institute of Economic and Statistical 
Researeh, of which Dr, D. I. Lieu 
fs the Director. An appendix in the 
book explains in detail the inter- 
relationships of organizations which

‘conducted in 1931 and 1933 which are 
the basis of the report. Tt would 
eem that no fewer than six groups, 
four of them governmental depart 
ments, were concerned with the frst 
‘study—the Chinese Economie Society 
(which apparently was the initial 
body), the National Government 
Directorate of Statistics, the Ministry 
of Industries, the National ‘Tariff 
‘Commission, 'the Bureau of Social 
Affairs of the Shanghai City Govern- 
ment, and Chiaotung University. Dr. 
Lieu ‘states that the original plan was 
to include foreign as well as Chinese 
foctories, but prolonged efforts to 
make the necessary. arrangements 
Produced no results, It is quite pos 
sible that the composite and partly 
Rovernmental nature of the auspices 
might have been a determining factor 
in his failure to get support. He was 
at the time the Director of the Na- 
tional “Government's Statistical 
Services. Possibly foreign factories 
might have held "the view that in- 
formation held in government hands 
might be used as the basis of tax: 
tion plans and preferred to keep thelr 
Information to themselves. The re- 
viewer recalls that ina study of the 
applicability of the Chinese Govern 
‘ment Factory Act, which was. pro- 
ceeding at the same time, in. which 
‘Dr. Chen Ta. was interested, foreign 
employers made available informa- 
tion. Dr. Chen had no governmental 
‘connections, which was possibly one 
Feason for’ his successful oblaining 
of his facts from both Chinese and 
foreign sources. ‘The reviewer does 
nol present these arguments in com~ 
mendation of the foreign employers’ 
attitudes, which have resulted in the 
resent "study being but a partial 
ieture, a situation which he thinks 
4s greatly to be regretted. Had Dr. 
Liew’s excellent analyses included 
Lot foreign and Chinese industrial 
undertakings, foreign employers as 
well as the general publie would have 
Feaped advantage. 


Insufficiency of Capital 

‘There are some startling facts re~ 
vealed by Dr. Liew about the struc- 
ture of Chinese factory enterprises in 
‘Shanghai. By far the greater number 
ere in rented premises: from the 1931 
gures more than two-thirds, ‘and 
from the 1933 material more. that 
three-fourths of the undertakings di 
not own their own shops. The 
‘majority of those in rented premises 
fare small, with a lack of permanence 
too little’ understood when Shanghai 
































Industry is under discussion. If there 
should be a slight advantage in rent 
in another part of the city the small 
enterprise quickly moves. There is 
a general insufficiency of capital 
which has far-reaching results. The 
limited liability cempany is of slow 
growth: not more than 18 per cent. 
fm the 1931 study, and not more than 
28 per cent. in the 1933 sludy were 
found to be on this basis. Thus the 
edvantages of share financing are as 
yet not avallable, and it is seldom 
that single proptictorships ‘or part 
nerships, which constitute the bull 
‘of tho organization types, have suf 
ficlent capital to finance ‘the opera- 
tions. ‘The result is that even those 
plants which own land and buildings 
‘must obtain their operation capital 
from the banks, and those which are 
in rented premises have an even 
‘more limited method of financing in 
‘obtaining loans on the Taw materials 
‘or on the products. Both, as Dr. 
Liew points out, are poor ‘methods. 
‘When a slump occurs, the banks are 
eft with the necessity of operating 
‘or supervising plants in order 
fo hold on to ‘the security for 
their loan’ funds. ‘The function of 
banks is banking, not industrial 
operation. Dr. Licu finds that the 
aiMeutty in raising industrial capital 
fand financing development is in part 
traceable to the fact that the Chinese 
Stock Exchange deals almost ex- 
clusively in Government Bonds and 
treasury notes. “Few industrial shares 
fare listed on the exchange and those 
hat are are seldom dealt in. Ttis to the 
foreign stock exchange that one must 
ook for indications of the tradp and 
industrial conditions in Shanghal.

A COUNTRY DIARY 

















Sept. 28-—Unable to go out to-day, 
1 comforted myself by, reading an 
‘article by a self-styled “nature-lover 
and observer of all wild life” in a 
‘widely-read London weekly: two out- 
standing points struck me as worth 
noting for future reference First, his 
definition of “freezing,” or remaining 
perfectly stil! while ‘observing wild 
life:—"you must learn to stop sud 
denly and to stand utterly immovable, 
your hand halfway to your face (to 
knock that ly away) or you may be in 
the middle of your stride. You must 
slop and remain there exactly as you 
stopped.” I cannot possibly elaborate 
this theme: T only pleturo to myself, 
for example, two members of the 
‘Stock Exchange (also bird observers) 
walking round Jessfleld Park together 
and wonder what they would look 
lke, "After describing several in 
teresting experiences, this wrlter goes 
fon t remark, concerning birds and 
“human scent’:—"Gencrally speaking | 
the wild folk pay but lit le attention 
to this in the open.” Now it this is 
the case, some of my most treasured 
theories have gone west: my convie~ 
tion is that our resident birds in 
China share the distrust which dogs, 
buffaloes and’ all native creatures 
have for foreigners and that they dis- 
finguish us by scent; and that ‘his is 
the. reason why Pheasants will go 
clucking round farmers among. their 
crops (heard but unseen) and will 
‘move off as soon ns I or any other 
foreigner appears; and that the same 
applies to many other birds such as 
‘Magpies and Rooks which will follow 
@ farmer along the furrow, and fly 
‘way sereaming at my approach, even 
‘before they see me. But that business 
of the “freezing” is really too much 
for me: this London observer quotes 
as his motto the famous words of 
Traake Walton's Piscator, “Study to be 
quiet: does he suggest that every time 
a bird passed when Piscator wi 
felling a fish story he stood the 
Uke a scarecrow for five minutes on 
ond’ 

















Sept. 30-—~The morning was crisp, 
‘bright and sunny, as I sat by a small 
Jagoon ‘removing’ some stones from 
my shoes. In spite of the nearness 
of an ash road, the dust from which 
had powdered the trees and shrubs 
with “dirty grey, the lagoon looked 
fresh and green: a carpet of, fern~ 
weed was dotted and pattirned with 
the darker leaves of water-chestnut, 
whose small white bowers, soaked 
‘wath dew, stood out like ‘gleaming 
flakes of ‘snow.
